HENRY HAMILL HURT AT THE OLD 
STEWART BUILDING. 


Instrument ef His Injury Falls from 


the Hands of Denis Fahey, at Work 


| om the Building’s Fourth Story— - 


' Fears the Man’s Injuries May Prove 
Fatal—The Workman Arrested, but 
Subsequently Released — Other 
Mishaps. 

While.the streets below the old Stewart 
Building, at State and Washington streets, 
were crowded with people at noon yesterday 
a pick slipped from the hands of one of the 
workmen engaged in tearing down the struct- 
ure and fell from the corner of the fourth 
story into a crowd of people crossing the 
alley which opens into Washington street. 

The sharp point of the pick struck Henry 
Hamill, manager of the Snow, Church & Co. 
collecting agency, on the head, fracturing 
the skull. The handle of the pick struck 
another passer-by on the shoulder, but did 
no injury. 

Hamill was carried by Policeman Saun- 
ders and friends with whom he had been 
walking into a State street pharmacy, where 
Dr. Westerman pronounced his injuries 
probably fatal. He was taken to St. Luke’s 
Hospital, where it was said he might re- 
cover. Hamill is a single man 35 years old, 
and lives at No. 3832 Langley avenue. 

Denis Fahey, the workman who dropped 
the pick, was taken to the Central Police 
Station, but was subsequently released, He 
said the pick handle became slippery from 
the perspiration of his hands and slipped 
from his grasp as he struck at a piece of 
granite on the corner.

Frankfort, Ky., May 9.—[{Special.]—Bob 
Farrell, sent up ten years ago for the murder 
of Thomas’ Calvert, a wealthy and promi- 
nent Mason County man, is fatally ill at the 
penitentiary. Farrell is a Canadian and says 
he was at Washington when Lincoln was as- 
sassinated. He claims to have been in the 
plot to assassinate the day before Booth 
committed the deed. It was arranged to 
shoot the President in his carriage, says 
Farrell, but he did not go out that evening, 
and before another opportunity was present- 
ed the assassination occurred at Booth’s 
hands. Farrell says he remained at Wagh- 
ington and took a deep interest, in the trial 
of the confederates of Booth, but was never 
suspected or implicated in the plot. He 
came to this State and lived at Maysville, 
where he was known as a horse jockey — 
he killed Calvert.

ARE SMOTHERED IN MOLTEN GOLD. 


Johnson and Minear’s New Discovery 
Causes Their Death. | 

St. Paul, Minn., May 9.—(Special.]—A fatal 
accident occurred to Charles Johnson and 
George Minear of Fairfield, Ia. They have 
been manufacturing gold with the X rays, 
their remarkable discovery. 

Having a quantity of the metal trans- 
formed they were preparing to cast it into 
bricks, when they met their death by a large 
crucible of molten gold falling upon them. 
They stumbled while carrying it, the liquid 
metal flowing over their heads, hardening 
instantly and smothering both to death.

SHOT WRECKS TURRET. 


SURPRISING EFFECT OF A SHELL ON 
, ARMOR PLATE. 


Test at the Indian Head Proving 
Grounds Near New York Surpasses 
All Previous Records of Projectiles 
—Harveyized Steel Fifteen Inches 
in Thickness Pierced with Ease— 
Secretary of War and Congres- 
sional Committees Present. 


New York, May 9.—[{Special.J—A turret 
built in imitation of one to be placed on the 
battleship Massachusetts was attacked by 
heavy shells at Indian Head proving grounds 
today, and with most surprising results. 
The turret was made up of one 15-inch Har- 
veyized steel plate, and cast iron plates, 
serving to give the turret its proper shape. 
The whole turret was strongly jointed to~ 
gether and mounted on steel rollers to give 
it a general effect of a turret in actual serv- 
ice. 

Three shots were fired. The first, a ten- 
inch Wheeler-Sterling shell, was fired at a 
velocity of 1,700 feet a second. It struck 
near the top of tthe Harveyized plate, pene- 
trated six inches, and broke into pieces. 
The second shot was a Wheeler-Sterling 
twelve-inch shell. The steel plate was 
cracked from top to bottom, but the crack 
did not open. The shot was smashed, its 
broken point remaining in the plate. The 
framing of the turret was uninjured, though 
the cast-iron plate to the right was some- 
a displaced and three bolts were sheared 
0 


Up to this stage the deduction was safe that 
such a turret.on an American man-of-war 
would be invincible and safe against the 
guns of any foreign power, and there is no 
turret so strong on any foreign man-of-war 
afloat today. =. 

The third and last shot was a 12-inch John- 
son solid cast steel shell with a soft forged 
steel cap. It was fired at a velocity of 2,000 
feet. Examination showed that this shell 
passed entirely through the 15-inch Harvey- 
ized steel plate, broke and passed through 
the cast iron plate on the other side of the 
turret, and twisted and tore the framing in 
every direction in the vicinity of the hole. 
The turret was moved six inches. 

It was plain this shot had surpassed not 
only all expectations, but all previous rec- 
ords. The steel cap on the Johnson shell, 
which is made in New York, seems to act asa 
lubricant to grease the way of the shell 
through the plate. : 

The trial was attended by Secretary Her- 
bert, Admiral Walker, Capt. Sampson, mem- 
bers of the Senate and House Naval commit- 
tees and representatives of the shell com- 
panies. No representative of any foreign 
government was allowed to be present. 


THOUGHT TO BE WORK OF MAFIA. 


Paul Saletta Refuses to Tell by Whom 
He Was Shot. « 

New York, May 9.—[Special.]}—There are 
reasons for believing that the Mafia exists 
and flourishes among the Italians of New 
York. At an early hour this morning the 
police found Paul Satella lying wounded on 
the sidewalk in the Bowery. He was re- 
moved to a hospital, where it was found he 
had been shot.in the arm and in the shoulder. 
He refused absolutely to tell who had shot 
him or what was the cause. The same silence 
was observed by his wife and friends and the 
matter is treated with great secrecy by the 
Italians in the neighborhood. There have 
been several similar shootings in the neigh- 
borhood and an Italian church near by was 
harassed out of existence. All these oc- 
currences, the police believe, point to a strong 
organization of the Mafia in New York. 
Morris Jonia was arrested this evening 


»charged with shooting the Italian Paul 


Sabella. The police believe Sabella was 
‘marked’ by the Mafia and Jonia was 
drawn to do the shooting. 


HIS LIFE THREATENED BY HIS SON. 


Police Take Imto Custody John W. 
Bogart, a Broker, 

New York, May 9.—[Special.]—O. M. Bo- 
gart of the well-known Stock Exchange firm 
which for many years has borne his name, 
learned what it was today to have his life 
threatened by his own son. Mr. Bogart is 
74 years old and his son, John W. Bogart, 
has passed 50. At noon today the latter 
pcinted a revolver at the head of his father, 
with the remark: ‘“ I'm tired of all this 
monkey business, and I’m going to end it.”’ 
The elder Bogart ran out into New street, 
which was crowded with brokers, creating 
great excitement by his actions.

WANT TO SETTLE MILWAUKEE'S STRIKE 


Wisconsin State Board of Arbitration 
Called Upon to Arange a Pro- 
gram of Peace. 


Milwaukee, Wis., May 9.—[Special.}—Mayor 
Rauschenberger this afternoon at the re- 
quest of the men notified the State Board of 
Arbitration of the street railway strike, and 
that body, it is expected, will try to effect a 
settlement of the difficulties. 

The company had out about 100 cars today 
and they were run nearly on time, although 
there were but few passengers. The lines 
were not operated without difficulty, as the 
strike sympathizers continue the policy of 
obstructing the tracks. 

There were a number of disturbances. 
The most serious was on Brady street, 
where Officer Marker was surrounded by a 
mob who threw stones at him and beat him 
with clubs. The officer had to draw his 
revolver and fire into the air a few times 
to frighten the mob. Several arrests were 
made. 

The street railway will not remove any 
more obstructions which are placed on its 
tracks, as the City Attorney has decided the 
Board of Public Works must keep the street 
clear for all ordinary traffic. 

There will be a parade of the strikers and 
all of the strike sympathizers tomorrow. 
An effort was made to have the police stop 
the demonstration, but Chief Janssen says 
he is powerless to do so under the law. 
General Manager Wyman says that on ac- 
count of the parade no cars will run. 

The Railroad and Judiciary committee of 
the Common Council this afternoon consid- 
ered the matter of reducing fares on the 
street realways. City Attroney Hamilton 
said it could not be done without a special 
act of the Legislature. The committee, how- 
ever, postponed action until an examination 
of the books of the company is made to 
determine if it can afford to run its cars 
for less than a five-cent fare. The City At- 
torney gave an opinion that the Common 
Council had no right to grant an exclusive 
franchise to the street, and that any other 
company could use the streets already. used 
by this company. This is regarded as im- 
portant, as other companies are waiting for 
franchises, but are practically shut out of 
the best portions of the city by the Mil- 
waukee Electric Railway and Light com- 
pany, which has its tracks on all of the 
main streets.

Five Physicians Hold Together a Sev- 
ered Jugular Vein Pending the 
Arrival of a Surgeon. 


Wrightsville, Ga., May 9.—[Special.]J—Five 
local physicians took turns in holding the 
ends of a severed jugular vein in the neck of 
P. H. Rogers today until an experienced 
surgeon came on a special train from a 
neighboring town. 

The scene was the court-room of Judge 
Flanders, near here. It was thé finale of an 
exciting encounter which broke up the court 
and will result probably in a fatality. 

Rogers is a member of a popular family. 
He and A. O. Kennedy, another young man, 
had a casein court.

**IT say it’s true,” said Rogers from the 
witness stand. 

‘You lie,’’ shouted Kennedy, and before 
the court realized what was happening Ken- 
nedy had jumped on the stand, grabbed 
Rogers, and the two were engaged in a 
rough-and-tumble fight. 

Before they could be separated Kennedy 
had drawn a penknife and slashed Rogers’ 
throat, severing the jugular. 

Two physicians chanced to bein the court- 
room. They grappled the wounded man and 
the battle for his life bégan. 

Rogers’ condition is dangerous, though the 
physicians hope to save him. Kennedy made 
his escape. 


ASCEPTOLIN IS USED SUCCESSFULLY. 


Cure Is Recorded in the Case of a Pa- 
tient Afflicted with Consumption 
of the Bowels. 


Pittsburg, Pa., May 9.—[Special.]—Dr. W. 
M. Beach of Allegheny is the first to use 
aseptolin for treatment of consumption of 
the bowels. The patient had been a sufferer 
from the disease for over two years, and as 
a last resort Dr. Beach, who had charge of 
the case at the Presbyteriarm Hospital, turned 
to aseptolin. The patient’s condition had 
by this time become alarming. 

Fifty minims of the aseptolin were admin- 
istered hypodermically. The first sign ofa 
change occurred in about two hours, when 
the temperature began to drop and per- 
spiration freely began. The temperature 
continued to subside and was almost normal 
in less than four hours after the dose had 
been given. The second injection was given 
the next day and increased to sixty minims. 
The dose was increased ten minims each day 
until 1860 minims had been reached after 
fifteen days’ treatment.

TWO OLD HOUSES GOING. 


LANDMARKS OF THE WEST SIDE 
FAMED IN POLITICAL ANNALS. 


Smythe’s and the Phoenix Hotels 
Known as Suffrage In 
Former Undergoing Transformation 
Which Will Render It Unrecogniza- 
ble to Statesmen of the Seventeenth 
Ward—The Other Vote Hatchery to 
Be Torn Down Altogether. 


Two West Side real estate landmarks are 
about to pass into history. They are cheap 
frame hotels of almost uncertain antiquity, 
opposite the Union depot, in Canal street, 

Both have been famous “ beehives ”’ for the 
colonization of voters. During more than 
one contest for Aldermanic honors, it is said, 
the solidified poll from these suffrage incu- 
bators has decided the victory. 

Smythe’s Hotel, Nos. 95 and 97 Canal 
street, with a side elevation on School court, 
is being incased in a shell of new lumber out- 
wardly and inwardly, so that even the heelers 
of the Seventeenth Ward will not know the 
place when they come to make contracts for 
the “‘ keep” of the ‘‘ boys” at the next elec- 
tion. 

While this veneering process is in progress 
the building offers a striking study in the way 
rotten, down-town structures are rebuilt upon 
the patching-up system without violating the 
fire limit of the building ordinance. 

The Phoenix Hotel, which has always been 
the gateway to Canal street from West Madi- 
son street, is not to be allowed to fall down, 
as citizens for years and years have expected.

Forty men armed with tools and the neces-

tion had been cleared away. Those portions 
of the houses which extended on piles into 
the lake, however, still remain intact. 

This summary process was the outcome . 
of repeated warnings on the part of Com- 
missioner Kent that the owners of the re- 
sorts were encroaching beyond the limit of . 
their rights. Incidentally, it is said, the 
residents have taken a hand in the one 
Slaught in the way of keeping the matter 
constantly warm in the attention of the city 
officials. The neighborhood, it ts said, hag 
regarded certain signs built by the bathing 
companies as being grievous eyesores, and on 
this account they have lent the corporations 
no favor. 

The encroachments of the bath-houses are 
said to have been upon Lake avenue, which, 
in that district, borders almost on the 
water’s edge. It was originally laid out as 
a 150-foot driveway, but by the long oc- 
cupancy of the bathing houses it has come 
to be looked upon as nearer an &-foot 
thorouhfare. The houses stood between 
Seventy-fifth and Seventy-seventh streets 
and were owned by the Morgan Beach, the 
Coney Island Beach, and the Manhattan 
Beach Bathing companies. 

The forty men who were hired to carry out 
the work of destruction met with no resist- 
ance on the part of the owners of the houses 
and the débris was thrown in piles on the 
inner edge of Lake avenue. It is understood 
that the Department of Public Works re- 
gards the Windsor Park Beach. Bathing 
company as encroaching on Seventy-seventh 
street and that similar action will be‘'taken

is shown on the part of the owners to move, 

While it is understood the houses may be 
rebuilt within the public requirements and 
the signs may then be remounted and reju- 
venated with new and more brilliant paint, 
the residents have not taken this into ac- 
count, and yesterday were congratulatin 
themselves that the deéd of destruction ha 
been done.

A good many years ago, in a crowd where 
detectives and their methods were the sub- 
ject of discussion, Allan Pinkerton made the 

unqualified assertion that Joe Dixon was 
the best detective in the world. 

This was a strong statement, coming from 
@ man who was himself as near the top of 
the ladder of fame in that particular line as 
most men are priviliged to climb, and, out- 
side of his own experience, was thoroughly 
familiar with the ways and records of the 
brightest thief-catchers in the business. 
But at Mr. Dixon's funeral yesterday there 
Were scores of men who knew him when he 
Was making the record on which the Pinker- 
ton encomium was based, and to a man 
they believed the judgment reached by the 
head of the great private agency was correct 
and the praise well-merited. 

Many of the men who knew Joe Dixon best 
met yesterday after a separation varying in 
time from months to years. It was a sad 
occasion which drew out acquaintances who 
Were once “on the force’ with Dixon, and 
thus familiar with all the intricate history 

his official career. Some of these men 
ve drifted into other business interests, 
‘much as Dixon himself had done, but this

detective, had been a particularly eventful 
one, 


Famous Ziggenmeyer Case. 


Lieut. Charles Rehm, now in charge of the 
Station at North Halsted and Addison 
streets, Was reminded of the famous case of 
‘ Alfred  preeerer and James Gum brieiga. 
in which Dixon did some great work, everftu- 
ally going to Germany after his man, Rehm 
accompanying him on the trip. 

One day late in the winter of 1870 a body 
was found in the basin between Michig 
avenue and the Illinois Central tracks, whic 
in those days ran along on top of a piling. 
The discovery was made by a railroad fire- 
man, who saw the ghastly object half pro- 
truding through the ice which was break- 
ing up. The body had been in the water sev- 
eral months. Dixon took hold of the case 
with all the ardor of his detective nature. 

In Gumbleton’s pockets he found a mem- 
oOrandum giving the dead man’s name and 
“address. Dixon’s first work was on the 
Yandlord of a hotel on Dearborn street where 
Gumbleton had a room. Here he picked up

Celebrated Vanderbilt Case. 


Joe Dixon was the man who ran 5 todas 
John Livingston, the man who forged Van- 
derbilt’s name to a $75,000 check on the City 


| National Bank of New York and got the 


money on it without the slightest trouble. 

Livingston walked into the bank one day 
with ail the eang froid imaginable, handed a 
small satchel to the cashier with the check, 
‘and said to him: 

‘* Pack the curren¢y in this satchel for 
me; please. I'll be back in about half an 
hour and get it.” 

The check was not questioned, and the 
satchel was packed as requested, The for- 
gery was not discovered until the end of the 
month, when the Vanderbilt pass-book was 
balanced. , 

As a forgery it was an absolutely perfect 
piece of work. There was no clew whatever 
to work on except such as was furnished 
by the memory of the Cashier and his skill 
as an artist. He drew a pen and ink sketch 
of the man who presented the check, which 
gwas later found to be as correct in every de- 
tail as any photograph could have been. 

It was sent to Chicago and turned over to 
Dixon. The latter remembered having seen 


‘the original of it on State street, where he 


had been spending money freely. From 
saloonkeepers Dixon learned the man 
claimed to be a retired gambler, who, short- 
ly after his appearance here, began buying 
horses and making preparations to stock a 
farm. 

Locates Livingston. 


Dixon finally located him near Blackberry, 
on the Chicago and Northwestern, where he 
had bought a large tract of land and was 
blossoming out as a gentleman farmer. 

After learning all the facts Dixon tele- 
graphed Detective Helder of the New York 
force, who at once came West. The police 
party, of which Sam Ellis was a member, 
repaired at once to Blackberry and found 
Livingston in a barn on his recently pur- 
chased farm. Helder read his requisition 
papers and the forger agreed to go back to 
New York as soon as he had changed his 


clothes and made a few necessary arrange- 


ments. 

To effect these he invited the trio to ac- 
company him tothe house. Passing through 
one of the rooms Livingston, who was lead- 
ing the-way, grasped a revolver which was 
lying on a window sill and attempted to use 
it. The weapon was taken away from him, 
but a moment later he had thrown back a 
mattress from a bed and armed himself 
with a shot-gun, He was in turn reljeved of 
this weapon, and handcuffed. 

Under the mattress was found $10,100, all 
that was ever recovered of the $75,000. iv- 
ingston was returned to New York and sen- 
tenced to five years in the penitentiary. 


He Has a Narrow Escape. 


In all the long history of his engagements 
with thugs, thieves, and cut throats, Dixon 
was never personally injured in the perform- 
ance of his°’work. 

On one occasion he was shot at, but the 
bullet passed..through the rim of his hat. 
Sam Ellis was with him at the time of his 
narrow escape. They were after Joe Brown, 
who was known as “ Razor Joe.” This af- 
fray took place in Pollock’s old saloon on 
State street. 

The officers expected Brown to cut and 
were tooking out for him on this sort of a 
basis, but he changed his game on them. 
Personally Dixon knew no such thing as 
fear. His nerve was simply tron and he was 
yaa hoe inflexible in the discharge of his 

uty. 

In his youthful days Dixon was known asa 
rather wild young fellow, his weakness tak- 
ing the form of running away from home. 
He shipped on the lakes, worked on the 
Mississippi, and had seen Memphis, Boston, 
Philadelphia, and New York on his own ac- 
count before he Was 17 years of age. His 
lake experience Was particularly valuable 
to him iy his later police work. 


Begins His Police Career, 

In 1858 he was appointed complaint clerk 
in the City Marshal's office, but only held 
the place a week before being detailed for 
detective duty. He worked under Jacob 
Rehm until the reorganization of the force, 
and was appointed a regular detective by the 
Board of Police Commissioners. 

When Turtle took charge Dixon dropped 
out and remained off the force until Rehm 
again assumed command, when he was re- 
appointed. 

He was made Assistant or Deputy Super- 
intendefit of Police in 1874 under Hickey, 
and remained in that capacity during the 
Colvin, Heath, and seven months of the 
Harrison administrations, a part of the 
time, toward the close, as Acting Superin- 
tendent, Seavey being too ill to perform his 
duties. He was Acting Chief after Seavey’s 
death and until McGarigle’s appointment. 

It was generally understood his removal 
by Harrison was solely the result of political 
causes. 

After leaving the force Mr. Dixon was 
made Warden of the County Hospital. While 
acting in this capacity he was approached 
with the proposition, afterwards made and 
unfortunately accepted by McGarigle, to 
become a go-between for the County Com- 
missioners and the contractors. Declining 
to have anything to do with the crooked 
transactions of the board a conspiracy was 
hatched to get rid of him. The confession 
of Bipper and the conviction of Stevens later 
proved Dixon was the victim of a most vil- 
lainous plot. 


Funeral Services. 

Mr. Dixon’s funeral services were held 
yesterday afternoon at the Church of the 
Covenant, Belden avenue and North Halsted 
street. At 2 o’clock the body was conveyed 
from .the family home, No. 240 Chestnut 
street, to the church. 

The altar was decorated with cut flowers 
and floral pieces. The church was crowded 
with friends of the deceased. Dr. W. 8S. P. 
Bryan preached the funeral sermon, and 
the Rev. A. M. White made an address, 

The body was interred at Graceland with 
Masonic honors, the St. Bernard Command- 
ery officiating.

PLEAD FOR LITTLE TOTS. 


WOMEN’S CADUBS DISCUSS THE PROB- 
LEMS OF CHILD LIFE. 


Delegates from Various Organizations 
Hold Afternoon and Evening Ses- 
sions—Many Workers in the Cause 
of Reform Present—Papers Are Read 
and Addresses Given—Strong Reso- 
lutions Are Passed Looking to Bet- 
terment of the Unfortunates. 

The cause of the child was pleaded yester- 
day in the two meetings held under the 
auspices of the Women’s clubs of. Chicago. 
The women and men represented at the 
meetings were of those whd realize that on 
its children depends the welfare of a people. 
All phases of child life were discussed, from 
recreation and toys to the development of 
the intellectual, physical, and moral nature. 

Women were present who spend their lives 
among poor children, teaching them by ex- 
ample how to make happiness shine through 
rags. There were women who devote all 
their time tao the institutions of the State, 
looking after the unfortunate children in 
the poor-houses and industrial schools, 
Other women brought the sorrowful tale 
from the sweatshops and factories.. The 
story of the dependent and orphaned chil- 
dren was detailed to sympathetic ears. The 
cause of the poor little foreigners—Italians, 
Poles, and Bohemians—was ably pleaded by 
another. 

Men and women, noted in all educational 
and philanthrophic movements, were pres- 
ent to lift up their voices and lend their in- 
fluence to the betterment of the children’s 
lot. 

The evening session was held at Central 
Music Hall. The audience was small but 
enthusiastic. A feature was; the presence 
of deaf mutes, men and women who had their 


interpreter and seemed much interested in’ 


tne session. 


Greatest of All Problems. 

In the absence of Rabbi Hirsch, Supt. Lane 
conducted the meeting. In the opening ad- 
dregs he said: 

‘*The child problem is the greatest prob- 
lem of the age. The public schools are doing 
much to solve it. But there are some phases 
of the case which the }ublic schools cannot 
deal with.” 

One of these phases was taken up by Miss 
Edith Nelson. For the restless child the 
speaker recommended some interesting work 
be given to keep the hands as well as the 
mind Busy. Manual training, wood carving, 
= eage e or even laundry work Mss 

elson thought suitable for ungovernable 
boys. 

Miss Florence Kelley spoke of the children 
who work in factories. 

‘Many of them,” she said, ‘‘ who come to 
us to sign papers saying they are too old to 
come under the compulsory education law 
we find cannot write even their own lan- 
guage. There is only one dry goods store 
in Chicago which hires less than a score of 
boys and girls under the age of 13.” 

In conclusion Miss Kelley said she thought 
the cause of working children much more 
hopeful now than it had ever been before. 

Miss Florence Haythorn, who is the teacher 
of the forty-three boys now confined in the 
county jail, gave examples ofa hnum- 
ber of boys who have come under her 
personal supervision. Supt. Mark Craw- 
ford, who has charge of the bridewell, spoke 
for a few moments on the “ Criminal! Child.” 
He thought the best way to reduce the num- 
was to make a

Resolutions Passed, 

The following resolutions were presented 
and passed at the close of the meeting: 

* Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
meeting that children should not be reared 
as paupers under the degrading influences 
inseparable from residence in poorhouses, 
but should be placed in suitable institutions 
for children, or in private families. 

“That all children committed to any in- 
stitution, and supported in whole or in part 
by public funds, should during minority be 
under the supervision of some State or coun- 
ty official, regularly appointed for that pur- 
pose, unless legally adopted into a suitable 
family. 

“That it is a blot on the humanity of the 
people of the State, and of thiscity especial- 
ly, that no suitable place of detention 1s 
provided for juvenile delinquents, and that 
for the lack of it the unfortunate children, 
often more sinned agajnst than sinning, 
are forced into association with the most 
debased class of criminals, and are thus 
trained in crime, instead of being saved 
from it. 

*“ That we call upon the members of the 
next Legislature to enact laws prohibiting 
the retention of children between 3 and 1 
years of age in ahy poorhouse in the Statc: 
forbidding the confinement of children in 
jail and bridewell in association with adult 
criminals; authorizing the establishment cf 
parental schools, that through proper re- 
straint and training, before habits are fixed, 


wayward and truant children may be saved | 


from becoming criminals: extending to the 
children engaged in mercantile and other 
occupations the same protection extended 
to the children engaged in manufacture.” 


ALCOHOL THE CHILDREN’S CURSE. 
Cause of Little Unfortunates Pleaded 
in the Afternoon Session. 

Mrs. J. M. Flower presided at the after- 
noon session, at No. 15 Washington street. 
The attendance was large, notwithstanding 
the intense heat. 
first speaker, had for her topic, *‘ The State 

Care of the Child.” 

Alcohol, she said, was the chief cause of 
pauperism. It filled the almshouses and 
State institutions with homeless and or- 
phaned children. ‘* Alcohol,” she _ said, 
“takes the strength out of the parent’s 
arm, robs him of his time and his brain, and 
pauperizes his children.”’ 

Mrs. Fixen presented figures showing there 
are 400 children in ‘the poorhouses in the 
State of lilinois. There, she explained, they

she said. ‘ Heis putin prison and punished, 
and the majesty of the law is upheld. But 
the State has failed to do its duty by that 
man in the first place, if it has not compelled 
him to go to schogl.. There is something 
wrong with the machinery of the State of 
Illinois,” continued the speaker, “‘ when it 
allows 400 bright boys and girls to grow up 
in any of its institutions, neglected and 
uneducated. 

“The city fathers, the legislators, have 
forgotten their duty. And it behooves the 
mothers to see to it that they are reminded 
of it. The cause of childhood is the business 
of the women’s clubs. A young life started 
out in a poorhouse is one without hope or 
inspiration.” 

Miss Mary McDowell, who has charge of 
the University of Chicago Settlement in the 
Stock-Yards district, talked on the subject 
of ‘** Recreation for Children.”’ She ex- 
plained something of the environment of the 
children in her district. 

‘The smoke is so thick and the sand so 
deep,”’ she said, ‘‘ we can scarcely get even 
a little yellow willow tree to grow, and,” she 
said, with a rueful smile, “‘ pennies are so 
scarce in many families a trip to the park is 
only to be thought of once in a great while. 
For a family of six a ride on the electric cars 
is a luxury.” 

Miss McDowell deplored the thoughtless- 
ness of the city in not reserving more little 
parks and breathing spots. 

“If Chicago would only profit by the his- 
tory of London and other great cities,’’ she 
said. ‘* London has been obliged to buy land 
and tear down buildings at an tmmense ex- 
pense in order to make breathing spots for 
her poor. Fortunately London had many 
old graveyards to convert into small parks, 
and the angels must be very happy to have 
happy children romping over their graves.” 

In conclusion Miss McDowell made the 
plea, which was strongly seconded, that 
every school yard should have its bath 
house. She also advocated the keeping of a 
few domestic animals in order to inspire in 
children a love for animals. 

Mrs. Zeman spoke for the foreign-born 
child. She referred to the difference of en- 
vironment in the old countries, where folk- 
lore tales and legends are a part’'cf every 
child’s life, and here, where everything is 
condensed into stern reality. 

“The school life to the foreign-born 
child,”’ she said, *“‘ is its only hope. And their 
inability to speak the languag:? is their great- 
est drawback. The parents are sensitive, 
and when the others tease their children 
they take them out and send them to the 
parochial schools. These schools are kept 
up for the most part by these poor people. 
Most of these schools are, as a matter of 
course, poor because of the scarcity of 
money to keep them up.”’ 

Mrs. Zeman, who is a foreigner herself, 
lives among foreigners and sees their daily 
life. She says the newspapers do more to 
mold the ideas of the foreigners and make 
citizens of them than any other agency. 

Mrs. Corinne Brown declared there was 
one great obstacle in the way of the Board 
of Mducation accomplishing the best results. 
This was that the wealthy people and the 
great corporations would not pay their taxes. 
Were it not for the fact, she said, that the 
gas companies and other rich corporations 
were robbing the citizens annually of more 
revenue than the most rotten municipal gov- 
ernment could ever steal through its season 
of office, all would be well.

EXPOSES THE HUNTINGTON DEAL. 


Senator White Objects to a Deep Water 
Harbor at Santa Monica. 
Washington, D. C., May 9.—The Senate 
today again discussed the river and harbor 
bill and the practicability of establishing a 
deep water harbor at Santa Monica or San 
Pedro. Mr. White took the floor against 
the Huntington proposition and quoted from 
the reports of army engineers to show that 
San Pedro was best protected from the 
heavy seas from the West. He described 
Santa Monica as a delightful bathing resort, 
frequented by thousands of people, and said 
that any considerable number of railroad 
tracks centering there would destroy the 
present uses of the place. Mr. White spoke 
of Santa Monica as a “ condemned ” place, 
so far as the army engineers had passed on 
the subject, and he asked why it was, in 
making such an enormous appropriation, 
that Congress should seek to experiment with 

a condemned locality. 

The views of Lieut. H. C. Taylor favoring 
the Santa Monica site were eompared by 
Mr. White with those favoring San Pedro by 
Maj. Raymond and Prof. George Davidson, 
the latter being at the head of the coast and 
geodetic survey on the Pacific coast. | 

To avoid all further conflict Mr. White 
urged the adoption of his amendment re- 
ferring the question to a skilled board. He 
declared the advocates of Santa Monica re- 
fused to accept an impartial board, knowing 
that such a board would report against 
them. When Mr. Huntington placed his 


wharf in Santa Monica Bay no one had any . 


idea of aharboratthat point. If this harbor 
were built it would protect the Huntington 
wharf and nothing else. 

‘**It will be a donation of $3,000,000 to a 
private corporation,’’ said Mr. White. “It 
will be taking $3,000,000 which the United 
States engineers have recommended be not 
expended, and spending it on an individual.

WEST SIDERS ANXIOUS JACKSON . 


STREET SHALS BE SAVED. 


They Hold Mass-Meetings and Take 
Other Steps to Keep It from the 
Clutches of the Railroads—Strong 
Resolutions in Favor of Van Buren 
as the Southern Limit of the Union 
Loop—Leiter Is Warmly Opposed 
to It. 

West-Siders want Jackson street made a 
boulevard and the Union-Loop built on Van 
Buren street... 

J. A. Montgomery called a meeting of West 
Side property-owners to order at Congress 
Hall, Congress and Honore streets, last even- 
ing. The purpose of the gathering was to in- 
form the West Side Aldermen of this desire 
of their constituents, and tell them that with 
this object in view the. following letter had 
been sent out: 

‘On April 20, 1896, the Central Electric 
railway company introduced to the City Coun- 
cilasa new ordinance the ordinance lately 
vetoed by the Mayor. It claims that, not- 
withstanding the opposition of the citizens 
and property-owners interested, they can pass 
it over the Mayor’s veto if necessary. 

‘“‘The people on the South Side will co- 
operate with the West Side to have Jackson 
street, east of the river, made a boulevard, 
and if this be done the West Side will secure 
one street free from all railroads. | 

FacWities Enough Now. 

‘‘ There are now large transportation facili- 
ties to this particular section of the West Side, 
and if in addition to the present surface and 
elevated transportation the Union Loop 
is secu on. Van Buren street the 
question of urban transportation between 
Adams and Twelfth streets will be solved for 


years to come. : i : 
‘* If we are to accomplish anything we must 


eshow our full strength and demonstrate our 


earnestness in the matter. 

‘¢ The men whom we have sent to represent 
us in the City Council we believe will respect 
and carry out the wishes and conserve the in- 
terests of their constituents if convinced of 
out determination to preserve our rights. 

‘+ J. A. Montcomery, Chairman.”’ 

A letter from Building Commissioner Dow- 
ney, in which he asserted Jackson street east 
of the river could be made a boulevard if the 
West Side residents took united action, was 
read, as well as several of similar import 
from the representatives of various cycling 
clubs. The following resolutions were then 
read : 

Strong Resolutions Passed. 

‘‘Whereas, The Chicago Central Electric 
railroad has again petitioned the City Council 
for a right of way over Congress, Loomis, and 
Polk streets on Which it bas not obtained a 
majority of the frontage, as by law required, 
and particularly over East Jackson street, 
which we, as citizens of Chicago, claim should 
be left open for a boulevard; and, 

** Whereas, We, as residents of the West 
Side, are interested in the immediate comple- 
tion of the Union Loop and believe that it is 
for the interest of all people of Chicago that 
it should be built over the shortest possible 
course in the down-town district, 

** Now, therefore, be it resolved, That we 
hereby, as a body, again express our opposi- 


| tion to the granting of the franchise to said 


railroad over the above-mentioned streets and 
other streets mentioned in its petition, since 
it has not complied with the provisions of the 
law. and since it should be the public policy 
of this city to keep East Jackson street free 
from raflroads. 

‘* Further,be it resolved. By us as citizens of 
Chicago that East Jackson street from Hal- 
sted street to Michigan boulevard should be 
kept open for all time as a boulvevard be- 
tween the West and South Sides, and should 
not be diverted from that use for any purpose 
whatever. 

Favor Van Buren Street. 
“ And we do hereby declare it to be for the 


welfare of ourgelfes and all the people of Chi- 
‘cago that Van Buren street should be used for 


the completion of the union loop, and that 
all obstructions to such occupotion should be 
removed at once. 

**We do hereby authorize and direct our 
eommittee, who have heretofore acted for us, 
to publish these resolutions and do whaiever 
they may deem necessary to accomplish the 
provisions hereof and protect our interests in 
the future.”’ 

Ex-Congressman Durborow was called 
upon to speak tothe resolution, and did so, 
characterizing the question as one of the 
most important that could come before West 
Side citizens. Jackson boulevard, hé said, is 
the only street left them by which a light 
vehicle can reach the South Side, and if it is 
given up toa street car company it would 
work harm to the West Side. When the 
union loop is completed, he thought, the 
section would be as well provided with trans- 
portation facilities as need be. It had all the 
railroads it needed, and the citizens would 
now unite to preserve the one street it had 
left. There was constant danger Jackson 
street might be appropriated by some street 
car company unless it was put in the hands 
of the Park Commissloners. 


Durborow Well Seconded. 


Mr. Durburow’s remarks were well re- 


“ ceived, as were those of Augustus Van Buren, 


who followed him and spoke much in the 
same vein. He, in turn, was followed by Col. 
Dan Munn, who spoke not only of the neces- 
sity of turning Jackson street over tothe 
Park Commissioners for boulevard purposes. 
but.of the benefit it would be to the West 
Side if the union loop were built through Van 
Buren street. Heargued the further north 
the loop ran _ the better it would be for the 
residents of the Eleventh, Twelfth, and Thir- 
teenth Wards. 

Col. Munn also took occasion to score Levi 
Z. Leiter severely for his course in the Van 
Buren street loop matter, asserting he was 
putting up his own private interest as more 
— than the welfare of the entire West 
Side. 

The resolutions sWefe adopted unanimously 
and the meeting ddjourned.

BATHING BEACH FOR LINCOLN PARK. 


Informal Action of Commissioners 
Will Meet Antagonism on the 
Part of the Yacht Club. 


It begins to look as if Lincoln Park were 
to have a magnificent bathing beach 1,000 
feet in length. | 

The prdject will not, however, receive the 
coéperation of the Lincoln Park Yacht club, 
which had long cherished the hope of a con- 
cession from the Lincoln Park Board for a 
handsome harbor in which to rest their 
crafts. ‘ 

The City of Chicago has clamored for the 
beach, and at an informal meeting of the 
Park Commissicners yesterday action was 
taken looking to the improvement. The 
Commissioners have decided to take formal 
action on the matter in hand as early as 
practicable. They are moved by the fact 
that the present Lincoln Park free bath, 
situated underneath the sanitarium, is un- 
satisfactory. A broader and more general 
reason is that Chicago, with its vast lake- 
front, has become notorious for its lack of 
bathing facilities. 

The Lincoln Park Yacht club will, through 
a special committee, present its plans and 
wishes at the formal meeting of the Com- 
missioners. The club will make as-much as 
possible of the suggestion that the beach will 
conflict with the Lincoln Park extension 
scheme, which is especially favored by Gov. 
Altgeld. 

The proposed beach will be between Di- 

versey street and Fullerton avenue. It will 
be divided by a pier 200 feet seaward. One 
side will be reserved for children, and the 
remaining 500 feet will be delegated to the 
use of grown people. The Superintendent 
of Lincoln Park was ordered yesterday to 
obtain bids for estimates on the cost of the 
improvements. 
..Most of th®Commissioners are in favor of 
providing facilities for yachting purposes, 
so that no charge of partiality may be main- 
tained against the board. 

In their proposition to the Commissioners 
the Yachting club set forth that eighteen 
acres of submerged land would be reclaimed 
by them, and a bathing beach, 300 feet 
long, created. The club submitted. drafted 
plans and blue prints to the Commissioners 
which showed a breakwater extending 850 
feet east from the northeast corner of the 
park, and another 1,300 feet in length from 
the southeast corner of the park. These 
were the ultimate plans of the club, but the 
immediate plans were for an extension of 
only 500 feet. 


SMASHED AGAINST A _ CARETTE. 


Disaster to a Runaway Buggy Occu- 
pied Only by Two Jugs. ., 

Carette stock should rise. It is but’a few 
weeks since one of the vehicles survived the 
shock of being run away with, and yesterday 
one stood unmoved and uninjured while 
against its side another vehick was smashed 
to splinters. 

At 9°o’clock in the morning a horse at- 
tached toa buggy, with no driver, came tear- 
ing down North State towards Division 
street. At the corner against the curb was 
a van heavily laden with furniture. The 
carette had turned out a little to pass the 
van, and the two conveyances formed an 
imperfect V, with a space of two and a half 
feet at the apex. Into this V the runaway 
crashed: The horse passed between the 
carette and the van, shedding his harness. 
The buggy, barring the flooring, went to 
fragments. The spokes snapped like matches 
and the leather top wasin shreds. The floor 
went to the pavement and carried with it 
unbroken two jugs. No one ventured to 
examine the contents, though they may have 
contained a reason for the runaway, The 
carette and furniture wagon were uninjured. 


TO IMPROVE UNION STOCK YARDS. 


Changes Will Be Made in the Interest 
of Economy. 

Work on improvements at the Union 
Stock-Yards, involving an expenditure of 
$750,000, has been begun, and it is expected 
by October or November the topography of 
the ¥ards will be wholly transformed. 

The vast increase in the live stock trade 
and the added expenses incident to the 
business have necessitated some change 
in the line of economy, and it has been 
thought best to work over and simplify the 
entire system. : 


While the saving of expenses will be the 


prime thing kept in mind, specia? attention 
will be paid to the comfort and safety of 
the stock dealt in. 

At present the receiving departments are 
located all over the yards and each firm has 
to have an extensive force of buyers to 
represent its interests. In the new arrange- 
ment the receiving departments will all 
be at the north end. New alleys and pens 
will be constructed, and the railroad tracks 
will be so changed as to facilitate the°work 
of shipment.

One Can Have a Wheel Made te Con- 
form with His Shape. 
Tailor-made bicycles are the latest fad in 
cycledom, and several manufacturing con- 
cerns are already practically applying the 
new idea. A man in search of a new wheel 
to fit his peculiarities is measured, weighed, 
and examined, and a machine prescribed for 
him much as an oculist would fit a’pair of 
glasses to a patient’s eyes. Then the speci- 
fications made are rigidly followed in the 
manufacture of the bicycle, and the pur- 
chaser feels as much satisfaction in his new 
wheel as the wearer of & new spring suit sent 

fresh from the tailors. | | 

In theory the new idea is excellent, al- 
though its practical application is regarded 
as doubtful by the makers of standard 
grades of wheels. Some of the points which 
are capable of change to suit an individual’s 
needs are th@ size and shape of the frame, 
the form of handlebars, position of the sad- 
dle, size of gear, and kind of tubing. If a 
man is short and stout the frame is made 
small and of large tubing, the seat put near 
the handlebars, and the gear made high. 
For a long man the characteristics would be 
opposite. For a man long in the arms and 
short in the legs the top bar of the diamond 
can be lengthened, while the size of frame is 
still kept small, 

The variety of combinations thus possible 
is numerous and made to fit all cases. In 
the future when every inhabitant becomesa 
bicycle crank there will undoubtedly be ex- 
perts in the business who will make a fine 
living by examining men and prescribing the 
kinds of wheel they should ride.

BREAK BUT ONE RECORD. 


SEVENTH ANNUAL OPEN HANDICAP 
MEET OF PRINCETON UNIVERSITY. 


Laing of Princeton Sets New Mark for 
the Mile Run—Good Time Made in 
the Dashes—Large Number of En- 
tries Makes Competition Close in 
All the Events—Mile Bicycle Race 
Results in a Spill—Summary of 
Events. 


Princeton, N. J., May 9.—(Special.J—The 
seventh annual open handicap games of the 
Princeton University Track “Association 
were held this morning on the ‘varsity 
grounds. Every event had a large number of 
entries and was closely contested. Athletes 
were on hand from Yale, New Jersey Ath- 
letic club, New York Athletic club, Haver- 
ford, Swarthmore, Columbia, Rutgers, New- 
ark Academy, Lawrenceville, Pingrey Ath- 
letic club, Brooklyn Polytechnic Prepara- 
tory, and other places. | 

The only record broken was the Princeton 
record for the mile, which was made by 
Laing in 4:33 4-5. Much interest was cen- 
tered in the 220-yards dash, which was won 
by Colfelt of Princeton in :22 1-5, with Derr 
a close second. 

In the second heat of the mile bicycle race 
a bad spill occurred just as the men were 
making the last turn.

HONEST MONEY MEN ISSUE AN AP- 
PEAL TO THE STATE. 


Silverites and the Machine Scored in 
the Most Trenchant Language of 
Franklin MacVeagh—High-Handed 
Methods toe Secure the Minority’s 
Rule Over the Majority Through 
Dishonest Primaries — Endurance 
Ceases to Be a Virtue. 


The committee on behalf of the honest 
money organization yesterday issued the 
addresses penned by Franklin MacVeagh to 
the Democrats of Illinoia, 

Text of the Address. 


Here it is in full: 

“It is right that you should know how the 
movement for honest primaries and honest 
money in Chicago has been affected by the 
refusal of the County Central committee to 
grant honest primaries; and by the commit- 
tee’s flagrant resolution to run the prim- 
aries under a notorious system which has 
produced all the frauds, disfranchisements, 
usurpations, and party disgraces which 
have marked the vicious periods of both na- 
tional parties in this city. 

“Such primaries never were associated with 
honest designs. No leaders of either party 
ever resorted to them without consciously 
forfeiting their claims to public confidence. 
They are the extreme low level of corrupt 
politics, and are the abandonment of all 
pretense of fairness, of public spirit, and of 
political honor, and of all care for public 
opinion, ‘ 

“Only the uncontrollable greed of the 
moment was in this instance listened to, 
and the party organization and its leaders 
were dragged into public disgrace. The 
leaders must settle their own account with 
public opinion, but the party organization 
must be rescued. 

“The only demand made by the honest 
money Democrats—and that in the form of 
a most respectful and temperate request— 
was for a chance to vote and be counted. 
Such a request, so respectfully made, must, 
on all grounds, have been granted even toa 
minority; and it was refused to the ma- 
jority. If the honest money men had been 
ever so wrong before, this action of the 
committee would in the eyes of the people 
have made them right. 


Endurance at an End. 
“Whatever else Democrats will endure, 
they will not endure such wrongs as this. 
Whatever public opinion will not condemn 
it will effectually condemn action like this. 
‘And to such desperate lengths and back 
into the worn-out pollution of ‘brace pri- 
maries, these leaders, then, have gone for 
what? For the power to deny to Democrats 
the right to vote and have their votes 
counted; and for the power to defraud the 
majority of their right to express the policy 
of the party. That the honest money Dem- 
ocrats are in the majority stands now undis- 
puted. These Democrats have not them- 
—" doubted their majority in Cook Coun- 
y

nave Seared an honest vote and an honest 
c ? 


Hostility to Altgeld Denied, 

“ The insinuation | that the uprising of 
Democrats against a dishonest dollar and 
to preserve the honor and fame of the party 
included an opposition to Gov. Altgeld’s re- 
nominaWon is absurd, for one of the first res- 
olutions passed by these Democrats was an 
indorsement of that renomination. 

‘The effort to escape the odium of silver 
monometallism and brace primaries by pre- 
tending that the movement of the honest 
money and honest primary Democrats was 
merely a campaign in support of ex-Mayor 
Hopkins was equally feeble and absurd; 
even before Gov. Altgeld in his interview of 
Friday last contemptuously swept away the 
fillmsy pretenses of his subordinates and 
boldly announced the action of the committee 
to be in behalf of free silver. 

‘“‘The honest money movement and its ad- 
herents have not had time to think about or 
care about the fortunes of individuals; and 
even the machinery of the party might have 
staid where it is as long as it liked, so faras 
this movement is concerned, if it had been 
cither true enough or shrewd enough not 
to refuse honest primaries to the people. 

‘* To refuse honest primaries held under the 
Crawford law the committee had also to go 
to the length of violating the express terms 
of the law of the party. 

‘“*Is not the inference inevitable that the 
leaders know that the Democrats of the 
State for honest money? 

“If they had any hope of carrying honest 
primaries would they in the face of a great 
popular demand refuse them? 


Motive of the Machine. 

‘Certainly not. They chose this desper- 
ate course of usurp@tion only after they had 
resolved to make no appeal to a majority. 
Having the machine in their hands they de- 
cided upon primaries that dispensed with 
majorities. Primaries of this kind have 
only existed as the instruments of minori- 
ties, and for the purpose of destroying ma- 
jority rule. 

These primaries are, therefore, not Simply 
an obstacle to the honest money movement. 
The dishonest primary has been revived to 
help the dishonest dollar. These primaries 
now revived in the Democratic party defy 
not merely the policies of the party, but defy 
the principles of Democracy itself. 

‘We are confronted, therefore, with the 
double duty of pursuing and defending the 
rights of the majority in the present contest 
for honest money, and of protecting from 
outrageous infractions the principles of 
Democracy itself, 

Determination Is Intensified, 

“The effect upon the moyement of the 
honest money Democrats is to intensify their 
‘determination to have fair representation jn 
the national convention. Cook County Dem- 
ocrats will not always have to deal with the 
Cook County Central committee. Brace 
primaries are not sure winners in the game 
of national politics. The Democracy of Cook 
County may be counted wrong at dishonest 
primaries; but it may be counted right before 
the contest ends. It may be counted right in 
the county convention,or it may be counted 
right in the State convention, or it may be 
counted right in the national convention. 

‘‘“The action of the machine may have 

made the honest money Movement more dif- 
ficult, but it has made it more imperative. 
’ But has it made it more difficult? Whose 
position has been weakened by this adoption 
of brace primaries? Who were maimed in 
this first skirmish—those who were denied 
their common rights or those who usurped 
them at the cost of public indignation? Who 
has gained and who has suffered by the rev- 
elation of motives, standards, character, and 
designs? 

“The victory of the machine—if victory 
any of the leaders still regard it—was dearly: 
bought. It was an.exhausting one. A few 
more like it will not only exhaust its nerves 
but exhaust its majority in the committee. 
As to that majority, it would not be over- 
looked that with all the pressure of the ma- 
chine brought to bear—State machine and 
county machine—with every machine leader 
at his post, with every conceivable influence 
brought to bear, with everything done that 
associates itself with brace primaries, it was 
impossible to rally more than seventy-four 
votes, disputed ones included; and that 
forty-seven members of the committee 
stood against a machine which thoughtful 
men know cannot long withstand the gath- 
ering indignation of the people. 

Movement Only Begun. 

‘Wanton and insulting disfranchisement 
of the Democrats of Cook County is forcing 
the necessity of looking to it that the party 
is properly represented in its own organiza- 
tion. This contest for honest primaries and 
honest money has just begun. It is full of 
interest already, but it wil grow in interest 
from this time on. The Democrats of Illi- 
nois can rely upon its steady continuance 
until the Democracy of Cook County is 
purged and cleaned of all association with 
the cause of dishonest money and until the 
majority of Cook County Democrats control, 
as all Democratic majorities are entitled to 
control, both the expression, the principle, 
and the administration of the party. 

‘ We at the same tme urge the Democrats 
of Illinois outside of Cook County to organ- 
ize as we are organizing that the opposition 
of this State to the free coinage of silver at 
the ratio of 16 to 1 by this Nation alone may 
have adequate expression in the coming na- 
tional convention.” :

JUDGE PAYNE QUIZZES EX-JUDGE 8. 
P. MCONNELL. 


Writes a Letter Inquiring the Latter’s 
Position Gn the Money Question— 
Reply Says 16 to 1 Is Only a Sugges- 
tion and Does Nat Necessarily Show 
the True Ratio of Gold and Silver— 
Regret at Confused Ideas Over Re- 
monetization and Bimetallism. 


Judge John Barton Payne, an ‘honest 
money Democrat, has written a letter to ex- 
Judge 8S. P. McConnell asking him to define 
his views on the money question. 

The latter has replied, saying in effect that 
while he advocates the free coinage of silver 
he will not urge the adoption of the 16 tol 
ratio if such a course would divide the party. 
He is willing to accept bimetallism at a dif- 
ferent ratio. 

Judge Payne, in seeking this expression 
of opinion, says the money issue as now pre- 
sented to the people is “ 16tolorgold.’’ He 
then states it as his belief that on that issue 
the choice should be gold. 

Mr. McConnell in his reply regrets that 
the demand for the remonetization of silver 
has been ‘‘ connected with the subordinate 
proposition that the ratio of silver to gold 
should be placed at that of 16 to 1.”’ 

Judge Payne’s Query. 

Judge Payne in his letter to Mr. McCon- 
nell says: 

** You are regarded by many as the leader 
in Chicago of what are called the free silver 

emocrats, or Democrats who insist on the 

ree coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 tol. 

‘Such a position imposes on you serious 
obligations to your party—obligations which 
1 feel certain you cannot lightly consider. 

“The Democratic party is now entering 
upon its second century. It has lived be- 
cause it deserved to live; because its great 
heart has ever beaten in unison with the 
masses, the people who do not grow rich on 
taxation, the people who look to the govern- 
ment—not for favors but for fair treat- 
ment.’’ : 

The writer then calls attention to the fact 
that the fight now on, if continued, may re- 
sult in a split, and continues: ‘“ I confess I 
do not undérstand what the 16 to 1 men 
really mean.. I know it is claimed that by 
striking down silver in 1873 it was de- 
preciated, and with free coinage established 
it would rise in value, But who can prove 
that this will be so? : 

“ Bimetallism has ever been one of the 
doctrines of the Democratic party, but like 
all other economical questions must yield to 
conditions, The issue as it is now presented 
to the, people seems to be 16 to 1 or gold. 
On that issue the choice, in my opinion, 
must be gold.” 


Reply of McConnell, 

In his reply Mr. McConnell says as a good 
Democrat he deprecates a division of the 
party, and continues: 

“I think the demand for the remonetiza- 
tion of silver has been, unfortunately, in the 
minds of many Democrats, regarded as in- 
separably connected with the subordinate 


Iregard 
it as unfortunate that the cause of bimetal- 
lism has been confused with the demand for 
any particujar ratio between the two 
precious metals. 

‘Personally I believe a full consideration 
of all the conditions will lead to the conclu- 
sion that 16 to 1 is the ratio which should be 
adopted. But it would be mere dogmatism 
to insist on that ratio, and by doing so I can 
easily see that the great issue between bi- 
metallism and tl single gold standard 
might be settled in Tavor of the latter. 

*T have always regarded the use of the 
phrase ‘16 to 1’ rather as a-suggestion than 
the announcement of a principle. I think 
perhaps many Democrats at present are 
flocking to the gold standard banner be- 
cause they think the gold standard better 
than the coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 
to 1. 

“On the other hand, I am certain that 
many are announcing themselves for the 
coinage of silver at that ratio, because they 
deem that better than the permanent estab- 
lishment of the single gold standard. 

**It would be a sincere grief to me thata 
great cause should fail because upon a 
minor detail some of us cannot agree. 

“IT know many Democrats who have 
worked with me feel the same way. I really 
know none who are not willing to submit 
the matter of ratio to a Congress elected on 
the issue of remonetization of silver as 
against the single gold standard.”

AWARDED CUSTODY OF HIS CHILD. 


Court Decision Censures the Relatives 
of Mrs. John F. Butler. : 

Milwaukee, Wis., May 9.—[{Special,]—John 
F. Butler of Chicago, who brought habeas 
corpus proceedings before Court Commis- 
sioner Ryan for the custody of his 7-year-old 
daughter, who was taken away by his wife, 
was today awarded the custody of the child. 
Mr. Butler is in the employ of J. V. Farwell 
company of Chicago. 

Last December his wife, who is the daugh- 
ter of Elias Arnold of this city, separated 
from her husband. The evidence showed 
that Mr. Arnold was in a large measure re- 
sponsible for the separation. Among other 
things the court finds that the testimony fails 
to show a sufficient justification of the con- 
duct of Mrs. Butler in leaving her husband. 
One paragraph is of much interest, as it deals 
with the interference of relatives of husbands 
and wives.

portion of them will attend. The exercises 
of June 1 will be held in the Auditorium on 
the exposition grounds, the Governor of 
Tennessee presiding. The principal address 
will be made by J. M. Dickinson, followed 
_by E. W. Carmack and A. A. Taylor. 

The ceremonies will last two days. The 
parade of the first day will be headed by the 
United States Marine Band and 3,000 Federal 
troops, escorted by 2,000 soldi of the Na- 
“tional Guard of Tennessee, ere will be 
thirty bands in line leading the various di- 
visions of military and civic organizations.

Col. North in- 
tended to expend $2,500,000 upon the erection 
of a hotel, club-house, and other structures 
and te invest $4,000,000 in the entire im- 
provement scheme. \The architect recom- 
mended by the King ef the Belgiums was ex- 
tremely slow in presenti e plans and es- 
timates, so that the contracts had not been 
made nor the hotel company formed when 

1. No died. So large a sum has been in- 
vested in e purchase of the land that it 
is not probable that the executors of the 
estate will draw out of the scheme. The 
hotel cannot be completed for next year’s 
season owing to the architect’s delay, but 
the project will certainly be carried out as 
planned by the millionaire. 

Have a Monroe Doctrine of Their Own. 

The English people are now too deeply pre- 
occupied with thelr own Monroe doctrine in 
South Africa to pay heed to Mr. Roland's 
revival of the American principle with Sec- 
retary Olney’s patent attachment of a com- 
mission for determining where the boundary , 
of the British Empire really is. 

Liberal leaders like Sir William Harcourt 
and Mr. Bryce are becoming impatient over 
Lord Salisbury’s sluggishness and inaction, 
when he-has the opportunity of settling the 
Venezuela affair and arranging a permanent 


two branches of the English-speaking race 
for all time. Because this would be a popu- 
lar policy in England it will probably be car- 
ried out, but Lord Salisbury is an old school 
diplomatist, who does not live in a glass 
house and is never in a hurry. 


McKinley Not the British Choice. 

The American Presidential canvass at- 
tracts little attention in the English press. 
The Times has a long editorial review today 
on the prospects of McKinley and other can- 
didates, winding up with the discovery that 
Mr. Platt is not a cynic, but an intelligent 
citizen, well versed in the politics of his coun- 
try. 

The St. James Gazette, with more astute- 
ness, reminds the’ Cobdenites that France 
now has her most prominent protectionist 
as Premier, and that the next President of 
the United States will probably be an ex- 
treme and unrepentant protectionist named 
McKinley; so that the triumphs once con- 
fidently predicted by the cocksure free trad- 
ers cannot be regarded as imminent. 

Some English journals speak doubtfully of 
McKinley's record on the currency question, 
not being aware that Ohio has been since the 
civil war the great battle ground for honest 
money, and that Republicans there have al- 
ways been on the right side. McKinley will 
never be a popular candidate in England. 
His tariff dealt Bradford, Swansea, and 
other industrial centers staggering blows. 

: Cry Out Against Competition. 

At the British tron trade conference this 
week the gloomiest views were taken of 
American and continental competition. Mr. 
Jeans declared that during the last twenty 
years England had yielded her supremacy 
in all branches of the iron and steel trade ex- 
cept tin plates to the United States. Witha 
slight increase in the duty on tin plates in 
America not even that exception would be 
necessary.” The most discouraging reports 
were recetyed of German and Belgian com- 
petition, and countries like China, Japan, 
and Mexico were declared to have started on 
a career of iron-making. A great cry rose 
from ‘the conference in favor’of cheapening 
railway freights and the adoption of im- 
proved.mechanical processes. Certainly it is 
a singular fact that the ironmasters should 
join the farmers in proclaiming that railway 
corporations by excessive freight charges 
are killing English industries. 

British Opinion of Cuban War. 

The Cuban insurgents, not having million- 
aires with a swarm of Stock Exchange spec- 
ulators behind them, get nogsympathy in 
England, although their cauge would seem 
to be more patriotic and re@pectable than 
the Uitlander agitation. 

The Economist follows the struggle in the 
island more closely than any other English 
journal, and discusses it more intelligently. 
It estimates that by the end of August the 
actual military expenditure of the Madrid 
government for the suppresssion of the re- 
belllion will be $82,500,000, with a monthly 
bill of $6,000,000. 

» The Cuban policy of prolonging the strug- 
gle is wearing out Spain, exhausting the 
resources of the mother country, and caus- 
ing incalculable damage to her finances and 
commerce. "Phe new Premier will announce 
his Cuban policy to the Cortes this month, 
and probably will support Gen. Weyler, who 
strenuously opposes any. measure of colon- 
‘fal autonomy. That will close the door 
against conciliation and compromise, and 
prolong indefinitely the struggle which is 
ruining Cuba. ;

We shall learn presently whether England 
or Russia is right in her view of the new 
Shah. 

Russia claims him, yet both powers long 
since agreed to recognize him as successor 
to his father. That was tantamount to an 
agreement to seat him-on the throne and to 
sive him at least a fair start. This under- 
Standing was prior’to the mission of Sir 
Henry Drummond Wolff to Teheran. 
Whether Sir Henry approved of it may-be 
doubted. The present English Minister, Sir 
Mortimer Durand, is believed to regard 
Muzaffer as well under Russian influence. 
It is probable, if gnly for one reason, Rus- 
sian diplomacy is far more Oriental in its 
character than English diplomacy. It can 
and does use means from which the English 
shrink. It not only intrigues but bribes, and 
not only bribes but employs other dark 
methods familiar in all the countries of the 
East. In this as in other things Russia is 
more an Asiatic than a European power, and 
her lack of those scruples which restrain 
the diplomatists of Western Europe gives 
her in the East certain advantages which 
the English never possess. 

Russia’s New Advantage. 

A moment like the present is well suited to 
the practice of these peculiar. methods. 
Russia, that is to Say, is in a position. to 
make proposals and offers to the new Shah 
such as England could not make. The cus- 
a and traditions of Downing street forbid

North a Self-Made Man. 

Col. North, whose sudden death is re- 
ported this week, was one of the first of 
that remarkable group of self-made million- 
aires who have figured in the financial life 
of England during thfs generation. He had, 
of course, great abilities, and among them 
the power of perceiving and understanding 
the conditions of success, those modern 
conditions which change from year to year, 
like the prices of the stocks he dealt in. He 
formed connections useful to him both in 
politics and the press. He understood men 
very well—not only Englishmen, but South 
Americans, who require a separate study. 
In business matters, whether within his 
special department or not, he was a match 
for almost anybody. He understood the 
public also, and had to interest them in his 
ventures. His attempts to enter English 
society had little success. Friends he had 
within that difficult circle, but friendships 
are not always a passport. He was, in 
truth, a very rough diamond indeed, and he 
nevér seems to have thought it worth while 
to conform to the standard which society 
sets up. It might be easy to compare him 
with Baron Hirsch, who, unlike Col. North, 
did obtain a foothold and keep it, in England, 
if not on the continent. But Hirsch was a 
very. different type of man. North never 
seemed at his ease in what is called good 
company, or, perhaps it may be said, that 
he was too much at his ease, He put no 


restraint on himself, or not suffictent re- ‘ 


straint. He was, like Othello, rude of 
speech, and also of manmer. he 
’ Hirsch, whatever he may have been un- 


derneath, had a veneer of canyentionality. 
Could Not Enter Parliament. 

When Col. North went to Leeds to contest 
one of its divisions for Parliament he out- 
raged the provinctal sense of propriety by his 
coarseness and something more than coarse- 
ness. 
ment, but, shrewd’as he was in many ways, 
he had not shrewdness enough to see that 
he must conform.to the not very high stand- 
ard of deportment which electoral contest 
requires. Herbert Gladstone was his op- 
ponent and there were not a few Liberals 
who would have been glad to see that rather 
positive person defeated. Col. North did 
indeed cut down the Gladstone majority 
from over 2,000 to less than a hundred, but 
there he stopped. The looseness of his tongue 
cost him the few other votes he needed to 
win, 

In the city, however, that is, in the busi- 
ness world of London, abrupt manners and 
some brutality of speech interfere little with 
the success of a man who has a business 
head on his shoulders. There it was that 
Col. North’s real supremacy was felt. The 
nitrate king was king in his own dominions 


§f not elsewhere. He had'the true genius of 


the speculator. Whatever was grandiose in 
finance or any new speculative enterprise 
attracted him. He was just as ¢apable of 
building a new Ostend as of floating a new 
company. On the turf, too, he had some 
success, and found a pleasure in matching 
his own wits against thosé of the gamblers 
in horseflesh to wh the turf had been all 
their lives a profession. It is a game which 
has to be played for great stakes, if at all, 
or if betting be, as it is with most patrons 
of the turf, the real object of running horses, 
it is also one avenue, or may be, to social life; 
but you must enter by the doors of the Jockey 
club, and the Jockey club is sometimes ex-

Secretary’s Defense of Rhodes Is 
Not Understood. 


BRITONS AWAIT THE END,

RECALLS THE TRIAL OF HASTINGS,

‘London, May 9.—[(Copyrighted, 1896, by the 
New York Times.]—Almost every commenta- 
tor on yesterday’s debate in the House of 
Commons brings mention of Warren Hastings 
into his remarks. It is a natural enough 
allusion, for there is no other passage in 
the big story of how the British Empire has 
been made which so fits in with this modern 
instance. Apparently the similarity is to 
extend still further, for the famous im- 
peachment proceedings against the Govern- 
or-General of India lasted in one form or 
another for seven years and, judging by the 
glimpses vouchsafed us into the ministerial 
mind, the Cecil Rhodes case is planned to 
String itself out over a scarcely shorter 
period. 

From the point of view of oratory; which 
is all one thinks of now with reference to 
the Hastings trial, I fear the nineteenth 
century will come out badly in comparison 
with its predecessor. There is no Burke, Fox, 
or even Sheridan now to snatch immortality 
for himself out of this morass of stock 
jobbing treason. Old Sir William Harcourt 
made the best speech of his life last night, 
and now that Gladstone is gone there is no 
other man in.the House who could have 
risen anywhere so near to the plane of 
Parliamentary rhetoric of a hundred years 
ago; but when he took his seat the debate 
was brought down with a jerk to the most 
up to date of modern levels, There it will 
remain. 
Chamberlain’s Defense. 

Chamberlain's glib defense of himself 
rather puzzled the House that listened to it. 
Now, upon reflection, it is seen to be also 
the defense of Rhodes and his fellow-con- 
spirators, and it is not liked. By Monday, I 
imagine, it will come to be hated by the men 
who today are still wavering in judgment on 
it. It will not be surprising if, before the 
end of next week, it should be practically 
repudiated by the acts of the government 
and explained away by Chamberlain him- 
self. -He began last January by resolute 
action against Rhodes and the Chartered 
company. When it could not be proved they 
had done anything literally culpable, even 
while he accepted their assurances of per- 
sonal innocence, he insisted that they had 
forfeited public confidence, and he pledged 
himself, by speech and deed alike, to see 
justice done. Now we are in May, and these 
men are admittedly proved to have had a 
guilty knowledge of the plot against the 


‘ 


Transvaal, to have organized and paid for 


‘Jameson’s raid, to have lied to her Ma- 


jesty’s government, and to have been false 
to every obligation as subjects and as men, 
Chamberlain, however, has quite outgrown 
his stern mid-winter mood. He had 
words for their supposed misfort then 
than he has for their demonstrated crimes 
now. : 

Although the Commons contains now no 
orator like Burke or Fox, it contains 600 or 
more men who do not sit for rotten boroughs, 
and who have constituents who read the 


papers every day. These constituents have . 


read during the last week with astonish~ 
ment Kruger’s first batch of revelations as 
to the baseness, venality, and disloyalty of 
the Chartered company leaders, who were 
representing Great Britain in South Africa. 
Today comes another installment of these 
extraordinary proofs, and next week we are 
promised more, showing conclusively how 
the thieves fell out about the “division of 
their expected plunder, and how they alone 
prevented the consummation of the crime, 
which they all had in mind. 
Stain to English Name. 

These things are being read, discussed, and 
digested by millions of Englishmen. They 
are recognized everywhere as staining the 
English name with the foulest kind of dis- 
honor, and consciousness of this cannot be 
allayed by subsidized press pleadings or ob- 
scured by ministerial indirection. Cecil 
Rhodes should have been stricken from thé 
Queén’s privy council eight days ago, the 
charter of the South African company and 
its assets should have been impounded, and 
every one of its agents and officials should 
have been suspended from official place, 
That would have been the very least that the 
government could do in the face of these dis- 
graceful disclosures; yet we see, instead, 
Chamberlain urging people to remember 
how good Rhodes used to be, naming remote 
dates for a possible inquiry into the scandal, 
which will inake the whole thing a farce, 
and meanwhile moving not a finger to re« 
move this blot from the national escutcheon, 

If I know anything about the English peo- 
ple they will not submit in patience to this. 
I am told that Rhodes and Beit—the Jatter a 
Hamburg Jewish subject, whose prominence 
in the conspiracy gives it a quaint turn—are 
to plead that it was all done for the expan~ 
sion of the British Empire, and they are also 
said to have offered the Transvaal authori- 
ties $12,500,000 to quash the trial at Pretoria 


and let all go free. Our understanding here . 


is that the aggregate of fines ultimately im- 
posed will not reach anything like this sum, 
but Kruger properly declined to make money 
in this way or to deal with anybody except 
the British imperial authority. 


France at the Coronation.. 
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Bonsequences in European politics that it is 
only natural the Italians should leap to the 
conclusion he was poisoned. This report is 
openly discussed in the Italian press, but 
‘there is no reason to suppose it has any 
foundation in fact. As often said before in 
these dispatches, Galimberti was a most 
powerful restraining influence in Vatican 
politics. He was the tireless advocate of the

With him gone, however, the 
liberal element in the sacred college is left 
without a natural leader and may very likely 
go to pieces as an organized force. Cer- 
tainly the chances that it will elect the next 
Pope are greatly lessened. 
Grain Speculation in Germany. 

It is not believed in German commercial 
circles the Federal Council will give its as- 
sent to the Reichstag’s measure prohibiting 
dealing in grain futures. I understand the 
Hamburg Boerse leaders- have tak the 
initiative in warning the Governing Board 
that if such a prohibition should be enforced 
they will simply transfer their whole busi- 
ness to New York and Chicago, and buy 
and sell there the same as before. To meet 
this the agrarian promoters of the bill say 
-{t will be sufficient to add a clause declaring 
such transactions not valid in Germany; 
but this will involve an infraction of exist- 
ing commercial treaties, and thus afford 
the government a legitimate pretext for put- 
ting its foot on the measureas a whole. 


Juvenile Criminals in England. 


Probably most Americans will Be _ sur- 
prised to learn that by order of the Home 
Secretary this week the principle of separat- 
ing juvenile offenders in prison from adults 
is for the first time officially affirmed in 
England. To some extent it has already 
been adopted in practice, but hereafter it is 
to be the universal rule. Unfortunately as 
the laws stand 16 is now the age limit be- 
yond which offenders become adults, so this 
administrative reform misses altogether a 
large class of youths of 17 and 18 who per- 
haps need it even more than their juniors; 
but it would need a statute to alter this, and 
Parliament is already so clogged with work 
that it is impossible to expect that this will 
be done during the present year. 


Millais in Precarious Health, 


Sir John Millais, I am told, is in such a pre- 
carious state of health that his death may be 
expected any day. He still works a little 
and still gets about some, but he is undera 
medical warning that his tenure of life is 
merely from week to week. Ne.

Paget’s memoirs are also enjoying 
an immense critical success. 


Situation in Persia. 


Rumors of Lord Salisbury’s poor health are 
about again, and I have even heard a circum- 
_ gptantial story that the Duke of Devonshire 
is going to take over the Foreign Office, but 
I am vot able to say what likelihood 
there is that the report is true. For the mo- 
ment the new'situation in Persia is occupy- 
ing the attention of Downing street and of 
Asiatic experts generally, to the exclusion 
of other aspects of the international outlook. 
The new Shah is known to be tn Russian 
hands, and it is assumed that Persia under 
him will become a sort of Russian Afghan- 
istan, while England’s practical supremacy 
in the Persian Gulf will be called in question 
by France. ; 

It is whispered about that disquieting re- 

rts have come from the British Political 
ident at Bushire, on this gulf, not as to 
the general situation, but as to the actual 
safety of himself and his suite, for they are 
again menaced with personal violenee. There 
is no way of verifying these reports, but all 
the old Indians I know say the position 
there is critical. Unhappily, British rela- 
tions abroad are critical at so many points 
» that one added cause for alarm hardly 
counts. 


Will Entertain the Czar. 


The preparation at Moscow for the grand 
ceremonial now so near at hand have been 
so comprehensively described beforehand 
that Jittle is left to the correspondents, who 
are leaving to chronicle the event itself. 
Corisidering the difficult relations existing 
between England and Russia, or, rather, be- 
tween the foreign offices of the two coun- 
tries, people both here and elsewhere are 
much mystified by the announcement the 
<zar has accepted an invitation from the 
British Ambassador to a banquet during the 
‘eoronation festivities. It is contrary to 
Russian etiquette for the Czar to dine out 
_ when in the empire, and the late Czar would 
never have dreamed of such thing. 

It is the knowledge of this presumably 
infiexible rule which prevented the French 
Ambassador from suggesting the idea on 
behalf of his own country, but this does not 
prevent the French now from regarding

ED THE LAWN. 


Why Grass and Plants Wither and 


Dry Up, 

The annual watchfulness over the grass 
platand the flower beds has begun in earnest. 
The householder with a penchant for early 
morning exercise has finished the job of 
spading the ground; the seeds are in, and 
nothing now remains to be done except to 
“shoo” the chickens and manipulate the 
garden hose. In this day of rainmakers and 
ingenuity there is no excuse for scraggly or 
uneven lawns and.crippled looking plants. 
The chemist has come to the front to ex- 
plain how regretful. sighs and aching backs 
may be saved by a little timely and inex- 
pensive method of preventing weeds and at 
the same time giving the growing grass a 
refreshing drink and a square meal. The 
first thing to do is to get out of the notion 
that stable dressing is the only means to 
insure a good earth. Aside from its objec- 
tionable appearance and odor, such a fer- 
tilizer is mainly responsible for a rank 
growth of weeds and a mixed, inferior qual- 
ity of grass. It is far better to get a load of 
black earth and wait another season to get 
the results rather than to dope the earth 
with stable dressing. Most people when 
building a house never think of the lawn or 
the grass plat until they are ready to move 
in. Then they discover a good foundation of 
mortar, chipped brick and stone, shavings, 
sticks, and other things that have nothing 
to do with the growth of plant life. Sucha 
soil, even though it be covered with a thick 
sod, will soon die out, and unless the grass 
be systematically fed there will never be a 
successful, green lawn. 

To overcome the difficulties encountered by 
reason of former manuring uncertain soil 
and poorly laid sod a stock yards man has 
come to the rescue with a simple little de- 
vice that screws to the nozzle and the end of 
the hose, It is called a feeder, and is filled 
with a round stick of compressed fertilizer. 
The water driving through the feeder dis- 
solves and distributes it evenly and thor- 
oughly wherever the water is directed. 
Thus a large or small grass plat or a few 
potted flowers or a whole conservatory of 
plants may be both thoroughly sprinkled 
and at the same time provided with neces- 
sary fertilizer. 

This is what a good, drenching rain would 
do could we control the elements, but since 
we cannot coax the clouds into our own 
vicinity day by day we must fall back upon 
the nearest substitute. 

That this feeder will keep the grass green 
and the plants in bloom is vouchsafed by a 
leading consulting chemist connected with 
one of the large fertilizing works of the city, 
who declares the sticks that fit into the 
feeder to be prepared of some of the most 
powerful and efficient fertilizers known to 
the agricultural chemist, The analysis of 
this fertilizer shows 4.25 per cent Phosphoric 
Acid, 13.50 per cent Potash, and 12.23 per cent 
Ammonia, certainly a combination to make 
plant life “ grow and flourish as @ green bay 
tree.” The attachment, or Lyon’s Auto- 
matic Fertilizing Lawn Feeder,“as it is 
known in the hardware stores, is made of 
metal, nickeled, and is shaped something 
like the hub of a wheel. The fertilizer is 
sufficiently hardened to prevent a too rapid 
dissolution or wasting. One stick about two 
inches long and three-fourths of an inch 
thick will last about forty minutes of con- 
stant sprinkling. The fertilizer isthoroughly 
dissolved as it leaves the nozzle, and is there- 
fore in a condition to be readily absorbed 
into the roots of the plants or grass, and 
being so gradually diffused through so large 
a quantity of water it will be easily seen how 
the feeding or fertilizing must be uniform

COMMERCIAL WORLD AWAITS THE 
REPUBLICAN PARTY’S POLICY. 


Rusiness Will Take on New Life or Be 
Relegated to Another Period of Dis- 
aster, According to the Declara- 
tions of the St. Louis Convention— 
Everything Portends toa Return to 
Prosperity—Railroad Outlook Never 
Excelled. 

New York, May 9.—[Special.}—Wall street 
has been paying more attention this week to 
politics than to finance—or rather to the 
financial bearings involved in national poli- 
tics. 

It is coming to pass in tne American finan- 
cial world that the declarations upon fiscal 
policy by the conventions of our States are 
of comsequence beyond anything known in 
former national history. This not only isa 
matter of sound financial health at home, 
but is the homage we pay—from the Wall 
street point of view, at least—to the old- 
fashioned ways that European investors 
have. 

So far as any foreign interest in our market 
is concerned Wall street has been at a stand- 
still for a long time past. The European in- 
vestor really is anxious to believe that honest 
finance is to be the policy held to on this side 
of the water: but none the less this same Eu- 
ropean investor is determined to go along 
slowly until he has something more than his 
theories and his hopes to warrant his belief. 
When the National Republican convention 
convenes at St. Louis, and not till then, can 
there be any such assurance accepted 
abroad. 

Incidental to all this political turmoil and 
speculation the stock market has stood still. 
Here and there have been raids upon some 
of the industrial stocks, but for the most 
part nothing has been accomplished in any 
effective way upon the course of prices. 
Nothing has been conspicuously strong. Yet 
in no part of the market has there appeared 
any liquidation—any seYing of stocks by old 
holders. 

The scarecrow time has gone by; the whole 
public is tired of hard times stories. It is 
going to be fashionable from this time on 
to be hopeful instead of hopeless. Indica- 
tions *of this are manifold. The average 
men during the last three or four years has 
done nothing but restrict his business en- 
terprises, feel blue, economize, and dodge 
the Sheriff. When this changes—and the 
changing period is right with us now—good 
times will be easily enough established. 


Business Ready to Revive. 

Just normal expenditures, normal con- 
sumption, normal business ways will make 
the United States prosperous enough. So 
long repressed has business been all over 
that any betterment of consequence will 
be sure quickly to lead to a business re- 
vival which will take on widespread buoy- 
ancy. This is not the sort of talk which is 
fashionable just yet; but the day of its fash- 
ion is, I believe, very “close at hand. 

Give us a declaration outspoken for hon- 
est finance at St. Louis next month—and 
there you have good times. 

Give, us a dodge or a straddle—and there 
you have suspicion, buginess hesitancy, 
times harder than ever. 

The whole business world seems to be 
waiting on this coming declaration at St. 
Louis. Every branch of trade reports a dis- 
position on the part of every important in- 
terest to do nothing until after the National 
Republican convention, it being taken for 
granted that the Republican platform is 
sure to be the national policy during at 
least the four years to follow. Take the 
iron trade as an example of what is going on 
and of what the real conditions are. I 
know personally that a contract Is in readi- 
ness to be executed by the foremost iron 
makers of the country providing for the 
maintenance of profitable prices the moment 
anything certain is known of what our fut- 
ure national financial policy is to be. Other 
trade interests of similar consequence are 
in much the same shape. 


Great Outlook for Railways. 

Railway earnings are good, better than 
many forecasters expected. With any im- 
provement in business whatever we shall 
have net profits increasing far beyond any- 
thing hitherto known in our transportation 
history. Vast and sweeping éeconomies 
have been introduced into railway manage- 


ment and are bound to continue, whether | 


we have good times or whether present hard 
times continue. In good times we will have 
our railways upon a hard times basis. Be- 
fore the panic of 1893 came every railroad 
in this country, barring a few exceptions 
of the Chicago and Alton kind, were run in 
spendthrift ways. This has been cured. The 
cure is to be permanent, for years to come 
at least. 

The importance of this is heyond any 
casual calculation. If good times come—and 
they are coming—this change to better con- 
ditions in the making of net earnings will 
be the, greatest and healthiest factor that 
the investment world has known since 
American railroad building began. Rail- 
ways, by extravagance and mismanage- 
ments plunged into receiverships can by 
reasonable and honest administrations 
make profits and pay dividends.

A. test case involving several unique points In 
insurance law, and which is being closely watched 
by leading firms in the city, was heard by Justice 
Hall yesterday morning. The decision will be 
given tomorrow morning. The case is brought 
by the Western Massachusetts Mutual Fire In- 
surance company of Springfield, Mass., to recover 
$14.47 due it as a special assessment levied on a 
policy held by the Grand dry goods store on State 
street. 

The insurance company was organized purely 
on the mutual plan. In its policies it was stip- 
ulated that in case the capital stock should fall 
to such a degree the company was unable to pay 
its claims the directors were to be allowed to make 
assessments on the policies to cover the amount 
wanted. In January, 1895, the company suspend- 
ed business owing to the fact that there was a 
deficiency in the funds of over $29,000. The di- 
rectors voted to assess all the outside policies for 
the amount. Since that time they have been try- 
ing to collect the assessments, 

As soon as the fact became known that the com- 
pany had suspended business the policy holders 
refused to pay the assessments, claiming that as 
their policies were then null and void, as far as 
being worth anything in case of fire, it was un- 
just for them to be made to pay. Threats were 
made of going to law on the matter, and as the 
assessment in most cases was only a few dollars 
many of the firms paid. About 150 in this city 
did not do so, and suit was brought. 

The one heard yesterday morning is the first, 
and the defense Was made that as the company is 
now practically a nonentity it could not claim 
except by a receiver. Further, it was claimed no 
assessment could be made on a policy which was 
void. The company’s attorneys claim the lia- 
bility was incurred previous to the company going 
out of business, and could therefore be collected. 
In addition to the cases in Chicago it is said a num- 
ber of manufacturing and other firms in the State 
will be sued for the assessments. 


The Home of New York has brought suit fn the 
District Court at St. Paul against the Minne- 
apolis, St. Paul and Sault Ste. Marie railway com- 
pany and the eleven companies interested with the

OFFICIALS DETERMINED TO ADJUST : 


PACIFIC COAST RATES. 


Chairman Caldwell and the General 
Passenger Agents Now on the Way 
to California to Settle the Trouble 
if Possible—Cause of the Disagree- 
ment Fully Explained—New Rail- 
reads Are Incorporated. 

Chairman Caldwell of the Western Pas- 
senger and Transcontinental Associations 
and the General Passenger Agents of all the. 
Western roads interested in transcon- 
tinental passenger traffic left for San Fran- 
cisco last evening to make a determined ef- 
fort to adjust the troubles regarding pas- 
senger rates to and from the Pacific coast. 
Transcontinental passenger affairs have 
been in bad shape for some time, partly on 
account of the arbitrary position taken by 
the Southern Pacific as to rates from the 
Bastern seaboard to California via New 
Orleans and its Sunset route and partly on 
account of the exorbitant concessions de- 
manded by the Canadian Pacific. 

The overland roads from Chicago feel 
keenly the competition of the Southern Pa- 
cific for the immigrant business from Chi- 
cago to California. The last-named road 
disclaims responsibility for the diversion of 
business via the Sunset route, but lays the 
blame upon the Seaboard Air line and the 
Southern railway, which it.claims are pay- 
ing Immigrant Agent Fugazi the commis- * 
sion which enables him to divert the busi- 
ness via New Orleans and the Sunset route. 
It is positively known, however, that East- 
ern Traffic Manager Hawley of the Southern 
Pacific is directly responsible for the trouble. 
He receives a commission from the Eastern 
roads for all California immigrant business 
going through Ellis Island, and this commis- 
sion enables him to divert the business over 
the Southern routes. 

The Canadian Pacific keeps the North Pa- 
cific coast lines continually in hot water 
with demands for unreasonable conce x 
Tt is now allowed a differential on business 
from the East to all North Pacific coast 
points. Other lines claim to be placed at a 
disadvantage and threaten to make trouble 
if the Canadian Pacific is granted further 
concessions. That road has at least two ap- 
peals now pending from decisions of the 
Chairman and has become restive under the 
restrictions which the present agreement 
imposes upon it. There is in use in trans- 
continental territory a 3,000-mile ticket 
which the Canadian Pacific cannot make 
available, and it wants relief in some shape 
or other. All the roads except the Southern 
Pacific are anxious to abolish the ticket. 
The Canadian Pacific also wants the right 
to withdraw much of its local business from 
the agreement, but this the other roads will 
not allow. 

Another matter which needs adjustment 
is the making of rates on business to trans- 
Pacific points. Notice was recently given 
by the Northwestern road that it will join 
in making the same through rates from the 
Atlantic seaboard to Australia via San Fran- 
cisco as the Canadian Pacific makes via 
Vancouver. 


NEW RAILROADS INCORPORATED. 


One Appears to Be a Rival of the Rock 
Island Line. 

Threeraltilroads were incorporated at Spring- 
field yesterday and one of them has a name 
which would make it appear on the face of 
things that it is intended to be a rival of the 
Rock Island. It is called the Rock Island 
and Eastern Illinois railway company and 
the capital stock is $100,000. 

President Cable of the Chicago and Rock 
Island road did not seem disturbed at the 
prospect of the rival and parallel road. 

‘‘This is the third road, I think,” he said, 
“ which has been projected in the last twen- 
ty years. None of them has adyanced fur- 
ther than the incorporation papers. The 
capital stock is placed at $100,000. Preity 
economical, that, ard it will be somewhat 
difficult to construct a road from-the Mis- 
sissippi to Chicago for that amount of 
money.”’ 

The Glen Oak and Prospect Heights rail- 
way, with a capital stock of $100,000, was in- 
corporated to run from Peoria to a summer 
resort in the same county. 

The third road is called the Illinois Mineral . 
railroad, and it is to connect the mines of 
Clark County with East St. Louis. The 
capital stock is $19,000. 


New Fast Mail Train. 

The Postoffice Department has completed 
arrangements for a new early fast mall 
service between Cincinnati and Chicago. A 
fast mail train hereafter will leave Cincin- 
nati at 2:45a. m. daily, westbound, and leave 
Chicago, eastbound, at 3:30 a. m. daily.

STREET CARS PAY LESS THAN DOGS. 


Collector’s Figures Show More Money 
for Dog Licenses than for the 
Use of the Streets, — 


It is cheaper to run a street-car line than 
to keep a dog. 

This fact in political economy and the 
ethics of City Councils has but recently 
been discovered, but must be so, for the 
statistics of the City Collector’s office show 
that the dogs pay more money to the city 


figures for 1805 were: Dogs, $77,398; street 
cars, $70,297.22. 

It is true that there are more dogs than 
there are street cars, the exact figures be- 
ing 38,699 for the dogs and 1,406 for the street 
cars, but champions of the dog claim thut 
the discrimination is unjust for all that, as 
the stréet cars are much more remunera- 
tive property. It costs my lady as much 
towards the maintenance of the State to 
keep a pampered pug in the seclusion of 
her boudoir as it does a street railroad com- 
pany to run one of its cars about 200 round 
trips. The street car may carry from 
fifty to one hundred passengers or even 
more on one trip at a gross return of from $5 
to $10, but one small, round, copper cent 
per trip is all that the company is obliged 
to pay to the City Treasury for the use of 
the public streets, 

The Legislative committee of the Civic 
Federation may take a hand in this matter 
in the interests of the dog. W. D. Kerfoot, 
a membeg of this committee, was one of the 
first to draw the deadly parallel column be- 
tween the dog and the street car. 

“It’s ridiculous,” he said in discussing 
the~matter, ‘‘ that the street car companies 
of the city, with their enormous revenue; 
and profits, should pay less money into the 
City Treasury for the support of the munic- 
ipal government than is paid in dog licenses. 
One of the reforms most needed in Chicago 
is revision of the license laws to secure a 
larger revenue. If this should be done there 
would be less trouble about getting money to 
run the city with.’’ 

“There ought not to be any license col- 
lected for us at all,’’ said one of the street 
cars. ‘‘ What are the streets for, I would 
like to know, if it isn’t far our benefit. We 
add much to the.excitement of city life. 
If we did not run over a man, cause a block- 
ade, and spill a wagon load of coal once in 
a while life would be wearisome. Besides, [ 
understand that these City Councils are 
so expensive that we really cannot afford to 
pay a license. The dogs ought to pay it all; 
they are nothing but nuisances anyway.”’ 

‘We don’t care what you do with the 
streets so you keep the dog-catchers’ wagons 
off of them,” said one of the dogs.

Russell Sage gets about as much free ad- 
vertising as anybody. This exceedingly 
wealthy put-and-call broker is regarded as 
fair game by the press. Here are the latest 
stories about him:

As the railroad fee was 
$20 it is almost superfluous to remark that 
Mr. Sage paid his first attention ‘to that 
company. The meeting; however,-was bricf, 
and Mr. Sage found that he might get to 
the Western Union meeting if he hurricd. 
When he reached the door of the Western 
Union meeting room J. Pierpont Morgan and 
another director were coming out. Mr. 
Sage got by them like a shot, and rushed to 
the Secretary’s desk exclaiming: ‘‘I am 
in time, Iam in time!” He then signed the 
directors’ book and made sure of his extra 
$10. 

He Manificently Rewards Honesty. 


No one has ever seen Mr. Sage when his 
entire outfit, including hat and shoes, would 
represent an expenditure of more than $40 
or $45. Pepper-and-salt trousers are great 
favorites with him, and his shoes are of the 
$3 variety. He usually wears little,«black 
ties, such as are sold at 20 or 25 cents cach. 
For a long time he purchased his clothes 
from a cheap clothing house in Broadway, 
about midway between Chambers street and 
Union square. He purchased a pair of 
trousers there, and, finding, when he put 
them on to go to church on Sunday morning, 
that they were somewhat long, he stopped 
on his way down to the office on Monday and 
left them to be shortened. When he got 
down to the office he found he had left $50 in 
the trousers. Mr. Sage was greatly dis- 
turbed. He notified the clothing firm imme- 
diately and sent them word that he would 
stop on his way up-town. He stopped ac- 
cordingly and the roll of bills was handed 
to him. The return of the money opened the 
fidedgates of Mr. Sage’s generosity. He 
went down into his pepper-and-salt trousers 
and fished out 50 cents, and in a most earn- 
est and impressive way placed the coin in 
the hands of the man behind the counter, 
with instructions that it should be given to 
the individual who had found the money.

The animal which figures most fre- 
quently, perhaps, in stories of this class is 
the little one akin to the¢ortoise, known in 
the vernacular as the “ land.terrapin.’’ It 
is a beautiful little creature, wary, cunning, 
inoffensive, and found most frequently in 
the deep woods, where either the jungles of 
foliage or tiny ponds furnish the moisture, 
without which it does not seem to be con- 
tent. 

In 1840 Dovie Peele was a little miss of 10 
years of age. She resided at Paoli, Ind., the 
seat of Orange County. In that year she, 
with some companions, went into the thick 
woods two miles from her father’s house to 
pick blackberries. The berries grew ona 
spot well marked by nature. It was a con- 
siderable hill, thickly wooded, on the top of 
which was a basin containing a small pond. 
While near this pond Miss Peele found a 
land terrapin. Admiring its beautifully mot- 
tled shell, she took it home with her. At her 
father’s suggestion she lightly carved her 
name upon the delicate shell of its back, to- 
gether with the date, and gave the little 
thing its liberty. 

In 1852 Miss Peele married Mr. Wible, 
afterwards Clerk of Orange County for sev- 
eral terms. During that year she revisited 
the spot described and found a land terrapin. 
Upon picking it up she was more than sur- 
prised to find her name, carved by her own 
hand twelve years before, upon the back 
of the little creature. She took it home to 
show her friends. Again she cut her name 
into the shell—this time ‘‘ Dovie Wible ’’*— 
and let the little fellow go. 

After long® years Mrs. Wible became a 
widow. She removed to Hutchinson, Kas., 
where she married a physician, Dr. McKin- 
ney. In 1870 she visited her old home at 
Paoli, Ind. Strangely enough this same ter- 
rapin was found at the same spot where it 
had twice before been captured. It was 
taken to Mrs. McKinney, who for the third 
time cut her name into its shell, after which 
it was released. 

In 1894 Mrs. McKinney, who yet resides 
in the City of Hutchinson, Kas., received a 
letter from a friend together with a copy ofa 
local paper at Paoliin which these facts were 
set forth, together with the further informa- 
tion that the terrapin had lately been recap- 
tured in the same place where three times 
before it had been taken. 

It may be remarked that the creature, was 
not perceptibly larger when found last than 
it had been at first, and that each time it 
was released near the center of the little 
town and not less than two miles from its 
habitat. While this is believed to be the 
most remarkable instance on record of a 
dumb animal's attachment for its home its 
authenticity is beyond question.

RESIDENTS OBJECT TO “TRADE,” 


For the third time in its history Kenwood 
has risen in revolt against the encroach- 
ments of civilization, and this time success .- 
has perched upon its banners. Twice before 
has there been a popular upheaval to resist . 
the fast inclosing tentacles of business, and 
on both occasion the residents have retired 
defeated. But the third fight\is all Ken- 
wood’s and great is the rejoicing.

PRELIMINARY SUGGESTIONS FOR HOT 
WEATHER. 

The weather man appears to have disre- 
garded the general hostility to “ scorch- 
ing,” and as he is a privileged character, 
beyond the reach of law, and seems intent 
on a protracted record-breaking effort, the 
wise citizen will make preparations early to 
avoid dangerous consequences, “ Flints 
for Hot Weather ” have become as trite as 
the hot weather itself, and have come to in- 
clude a variety of suggestions that would 
regulate the personal conduct throughout 
every hour of the day. It is possible that 
the average person is confused by the muiti- 
plicity of instructions of how he must deport 
himself and what he shall and shall not eat, 
drink, and wear, and perhaps is led to slight 
them all through a consciousness that he 
could never hope to live up to such a de- 
tailed régime. 

lor the benefit of these ang the others 
who may be amenable to reasonable ad- 
vice it may be timely and profitable to 
emphasize the fact that the basis of all 
these hot weather suggestions is temper- 
ance. This is the only fact that it is neces- 
sary to remember, and the man strictly tem- 
perate in all things can confront this hot 
wave and the various succeeding hot waves 
with a knowledge that he is armed at all 
points to the highest degree of resistance to 
discomfort and worse effects. ‘The.adwme- 
nition to be temperate in exercise and eat- 
ing is superfluous in most cases, as the in- 
stinct of self-defense restrains people from 
overindulgence in these two respects. But 
in the matter of drinking and unnecessary 
exposure to the direct rays of the sun the 
average man appears to require a con- 
tinuous prodding to keep him from stepping 
far over the line of discretion. There is 
nothing more tempting on a hot day than 
a cold drink, unless it be more cold drinks, 
and these “ more cold drinks ”’ are the ones 
that de the business. It is unnecessary to 
repeat the many reasons why an excess >f 
ice water or spirituous beverages insures 
grave discomforts after a temporary cooling 
respite, or why it invites the more serious 
consequences,: involving in some cases loss 
of life. These facts have become axioms, 
and physicians have spared ho pains to get 
them before the public in the most conspic- 
uous and impressive manner. Most people, 
however, have learned part of the lesson by 
personal experience or close observation. 
But the records of the police and health de- 
partments show that in each succeeding 
year the same old facts must be reiterated, 
and that even then a certain propor- 
tion of people require an unpleasant ex- 
perience of their own before they are im- 
pressed with the extent of the truth. 

But while these simple precautions may 
serve to avert the more dangerous results, 
personal comfort cannot be insured unless 
preceded by adn equable disposition, ‘The 
state of the mind-has much to do with a 
consciousness of the state of the thermom- 
eter, and the man who is always intent on 
the thought that it is hot makes it hotter 
for himself and all with whom he Comes in 
contact. Of course this has no reference to 
the ubiquitous “ is-it-hot-enough-for-you ” 
individual. He is amenable to nothing less 
convincing than an’ax and is beyond any 
hope of reclaim by the ordinary methods 
that obtain among rational beings.. He is 
one of the blights of the season to be 
avoided when possible and to be endured if 
needs must be with whatever meekness the 
victim can command. The hot weather for 
this year is only budding as yet, but it is 
not too early to begin to remembeg that 
cool, thin clothing, plenty of bathing, and 
a serene disposition are to be cultivated, 
and excess of exercise, eating, drinking, 
and exposure to the sun is to be sedulously 
avoided. 


LAWLESSNESS IN CHICAGO. 

It has been pertinently remarked that the 
ease with which the police authorities throw 
out a dragnet and bring in at one haul fif- 
teen or twenty men, all of whom are pro- 
fessional criminals, and any one of whom is 
ready and willing at any time to commit 
murder, is/in itself a dangerous incident in 
the daily life of Chicago. The horrible 
murder of Mr., Marshall was followed by 
wholesale arrests of suspicious characters. 
The stations are rapidly being filled up with 
them. Of course they have been arrested 
upon chance and with the hope that those 
who saw the real murderers will be able to 
identify them among the members of these 
murderous gangs. 

The spectacle thus made by the police 
should give the law-abiding people 6f this 
city pause. These men have been arrested 
either becauseghey have killed other men 
or because not one of them would hesitate 

to do just what the Marshall murderer did. 


and that there are regularly organized 
gangs who follow. burglarly, thieving, and 
holding up as a profession, with the inci- 
dent of murder added whenever any one 
presumes to interfere with them in their 
unlawful business. 

On Friday night a gang of eleven of these 
crooks was run in by the police, who hoped 
to find some one among them answering to 
the description of the Marshall murderers. 
The police said of them they were a gang 
of well organized and inveterate criminals, 
who were as thoughtless and as heartless 
of taking life a® they would be of 
kicking a stone beneath their feet. The in- 
evitable question suggests itself why such 
dangerous brutes are allowed to run at large 
and endanger the lives of people. Why is 
it they are permitted to prey upon society? 
They are known to be professional thugs. 
Then why do they enjoy immunity in their 
work of thievery and murder? There is 
hardly an hour, day or night, in which these 
thugs are not engaged in breaking into 
houses or in holding up people in the streets 
and murders are becoming matters of daily 
occurrence. Houses are broken into in 
broad daylight in the residence parts of the 
city and stores upon the most crowded thor- 
oughfares are entered early in the evening 
in plain sight of passers-by. Cable cars and 
elevated trains are invaded by them. No 
one who is on the streets is safe by day or 
night.

MORAN ON ALTGELD, 

Ex-J udge Moran does not relish the charge 
made by Gov. Altgeld that he and other 
reputable Chicago Democrats are relying on 
“ boodle ” in their struggle for a delegation 
in favor of sound money. It is rather hard 
when engaged in a good cause, which enlists 
the sympathies of every honest man, to be 
accused by the Governor, who is at the head 
of their party, of resorting to those dis- 
reputable methods which suggest them- 
selves so naturally to “ practical” poli- 
ticians of the baser sort, but not to decent 
business-men. 


This baseless charge has been too much 


for Fudge Moran’s good nature, and at the 
Palmer House honest money meeting held 
Friday night he expressed himself thus 
regarding the man whom he voted for in 
1892 and with whom he has been hitherto 
on fairly good terms. 

He cannot argue when there is a personal ques- 
tlon involved. He has the courage of his con- 
victions, but he also has the malice of his hatred.

He is driven away to that sort 
of nonsensical drivel that men bereft of their 
reason indulge in when they get upon topics on 
which they are crazy... I say this be¢ause I am 
convinced of its truth. We have had many in- 
stances of it, many instances of unwise political 
positions on his part where a person was involved 
against whom he had some enmity, and you ob- 
serve in every ‘allusion to the silver question he 
drags in Cleveland's administration. And the 
moment he gets on that topic he is-incapable of 
intelligent reasoning. 

The above is the opinion of a man who 
knows Altgeld well and has studied him 
closely. It is a judicial opinion, and it seems 
to be a sound one. 

Prior to July, 1894, when Mr. Cleveland 
sat down so heavily on Altgeld on the ques- 
tion of enforcing United States laws in sup- 
pressing the Debs insurrection in defiance 
of Altgeld’s mountebank protests, the latter 
did not take an acute interest in the free 
silver question. Since then he has been one 
of the most vittfperative advocates of free 
coinage of 50-cent dollars. As he cannot 
believe in it, it may well be believed that he 
is simply doing the best he can for it-in order 
to spite or hurt President Cleveland. 


Other acts of Altgeld can be explajned

OPENING OF THE INDIANA SEASON. 

A “snake thirty feet in length and as 
thick as an ordinary stovepipe”’ has been 
reported from the vicinity of Frankfort, 
lad. This can be regarded as the opening 
of the regular Indiana summer season. It 
is not an auspicious beginning, but Frank- 
fort is comparatively a new-comer in the 
field and will improve later on. It should 
serve as a lesson in modesty, however, to 
the less conscientious communities which 
have fallen into the habit of vouching for 
stories that Were open to suspicion. 

The two most conspicuous offenders in 
the past have been Winamac and Muncie. 
The Pink Mink Marsh of the former is 
known to have been the scene of some phe- 
nomena! freaks in animal and even human 
adventure, but they have been chronicled 
with an enthusiasm for details that only 
the most credulous people could accept with- 
out reservation. ‘The marsh has been a fa- 
vorite abode of some remarkable snakes and 
for that reason especially it can profit by a 
contemplation of the comparatively humble 
offering of Frankfort. A reptile only thirty 
feet long and no larger around thun a stove- 
pipe could not be considered worthy of tom- 
ment in the Pink Mink district when the 
Marshers are in good form. But in addi- 
tion to the matter of size the Pink Mink 
snakes that have come to the public atten- 
tion always possess some other extraor- 
dinary attribute amounting almost to higher 
education. People who know the character 
of the marsh and its people intimately 
would never question the stories, of course, 
but there are others who have been denied 
this boon and who cannot reconcile the dem- 
onstrations of snake progress with their pre- 
conceived idea of its limitations. These peo- 
ple deserve some consideration and it could 
not be extended in any more practical way 
by Pink Mink Marsh than by starting in 
gently and leading up to the more advanced 
snake by easy stages. For instance, the in- 
cident recorded from Frankfort would be a 
proper starting point and by spreading out 
slowly it would not be such a shock to the 
reader when he finds a snake that eats ice 
cream and is a good judge of whisky, like 
one of the last snakes reported from Wina- 
mac last year. By following this plan in 
regard to snakes, the more staple product, 
Winamac might find it more easy to apply 
it to the other industries of the place and re- 
store to her people a measure of the confi- 
dence that has been sacrificed for a less 
profitable fame. 

She effect on other communities, more- 
over, cannot be overestimated. The un- 
seemly strife that has prevailed throughout 
other parts of Indiana less favored by nat- 
ure, to rival Pink Mink Marsh have led 
some of them, it is feared, to resort to ques- 
tionable methods and even in certain in- 
stances to relate as facts stories that have 
been under a cloud for years.

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NEW YORK’S “STRUCK JURY” SYSTEM. 

New York legislators and Judges have hit 
upon a novel improvement in the jury sys- 
tem which deserves to succeed and become 
universal. The new statute is called the 
“ struck jury ” law, and though it has not 
yet been tried there is reason to believe it 
will accomplish much in the way of ex- 
pediting the selection of juries in the most 
troublesome cases—those which have at- 
tained great notoriety before the trial is 
begun. 

Chicago readers need only to be reminded 
of the exasperating delays and multitudin- 
ous peremptory challenges that play an in- 
evitable part in trials like those of the 
Cronin conspirators or the Haymarket bomb 
throwers ‘in order to realize the farcical 
nature of the system that rejects all jury- 
men who admit having read the newspa- 
pers. The matter has reached the pass 
where it is almost necessary to make up a 
jury in any startling case either from ig- 
noramuses or perjurers. The time has 
come when it is necessary either to abolish 
the newspapers or to revise the jury sys-

There is a suggestion of humor in the 
mere fact that it should be necessary to 
pass a law of this sort—a humor of which 
the moss-grown jury system is regrettably 
the butt. It is nothing short of a national 
misfortune that what was once a just and 
wise limitation governing the selection of 
talesmen should have been allowed to lapse 
into an archaism that destroys at once the 
dignity and the integrity of the jury system. 
It has become next door to a confession 
of mental or moral weakness to be accepted 
on juries of a’certain class. The fact has 
not a little to do with the general disrepute 


—deserved on the principle, “ Give a dog a. 


bad name”—into which all juries, petit 
and grand, are threatening to fall. 

The “ struck jury ” improvement is a step 
in the right direction. There is certainly 
nothing radical in the plan as adopted in 
New York. The 3,000 favored individuals 
who are to be allowed to read the news- 
papers and yet hold up their heads as just 
and reasoning beings are to be selected by 
the Jury Commissioners. They are not to 
be required to act more than once in a year. 
The selection of a jury from this special 
corps is. to be permitted by the court only 
upon special application and only when the 
case has obtained a notoriety making the 
ordinary system inapplicable. 

Though the privilege of peremptory chal- 
lenge is not curtailed, there is reason to be- 
lieve that, with the one bugaboo of news- 
paper reading frankly out of the way, the 
challenges will be comparatively few. The 
saving in time and money thus effected will 
be considerable, but this will be a minor 
gain compared with the advantage of hav- 
ing an intelligent jury worthy of confidence. 

If the New York law is found to work as 
satisfactorily as it promises to do, Illinois 
should lose no time in adopting the system 
of “struck juries” for important criminal 
cases. The peoplé have seen enough of 
challenging an intelligent juryman simply 
for the crime of being intelligent. 
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SEEKING THE WRONG WHISKERS. 

The members of Burnside Camp, Sons of 
Veterans, of ‘Tekonsha, Mich, appear to be 
trifling with one of the attributes of great- 
ness in man that cannot be achieved or be 
thrust upon him.. They adroitly cioak their 
persiflage in a show of patriotism and hero- 
worship, but they must know the special 
cut of whisker originated by the famous 
General from whom the camp takes its 
name is not within the reach of any man 
who may happen to have a hirsute ambi- 
tion. 

It would even appear, indeed, that these 
Tekonsha young men, in their ill-considered 
ardor, are showing a certain disrespect 
towards the progenitor of burnsides in the 
reckless resolution passed at their last meet- 
ing that all the members must cultivate this 
type of whisker. Even under the most 
favorable whisker conditions it is not to be 
expected that more than a small propor- 
tion of these Sons of Veterans will be able 
to achieve the coveted appendages.

A CHANGE IN LITERARY FRANCE. 

Signs are not wanting that literary 
France has at length outworn the inspira- 
tion of its persistent eroticism—at least in 
the form of dreary naturalism and realism. 
For three years past the number of books 
published in France has been steadily di- 
minishing. Qhe'total for 1895 was 12,927— 
still double that of America, yet a decrease 
of two volumes a day as compared with the 
preceding year. In this significant decrease 
France stands alone among the writing na- 
tions. 

The fact that books of French origin and 
Frenchy morality are being translated in 
increasing numbers into English is apt to 
blind us to the fact that the tainted stuff so 
long known as distinctively Gallic is now 
rather more at home in foreign countries 
than in France. The erotic wave that has 
encompassed English fiction seems already 
to have ebbed in France, where alone it had 
the merit of true artistic finish wherewith 
to deck and partially excuse its naked in- 
decency.-. Thanks to Grant Allen and 
Thomas Hardy and a host of mediocre 
imitators of Zola, we are still swimming in 
the French bilgewater, while France itself 
is welcoming the first ripples of a purer 
stream. 

Curious but most hopeful is the fact noted 


by the Publishers’ Weekly that the falling 


off in French books has been mainly in the 
field of lighter literature, “ A subtle change 
seems to be transpiring in literary at- 
mosphere of France which lays a tem- 
porary spell of silence on mediocrity.” 
Happy France! One wishes it might be 
induced to share the secret of that sort of 


spell. Gladly might English and Amer- 


has at last sickened of the noxious exhala- 


tions of the so-called naturalists, of the in- 
sidious poisons of the psycho-realists, and 
of the dank fogginess of the pseudo-mystics. 
The delirium has worn itself out. The re- 


-vulsion, when it comes, will bea swinging | 


back to cheerful idealism, the love of which 
is as eternal as the love of hope in the 
human heart. Already M. Brunetiére has 
the approach of the new era, not alone in 
literature but in music, in painting, even 
in politics and statecraft. The change must 
come as surely as the befouled snows on 
wintry streets must vanish before spring 
sunshine—as surely as putridity must give 
way to leaf and flower. Not even French 
eroticism can maintain itself forever in the 
superlative degree. 

As for the recent taint in our own litera- 
ture, that is but a passing case of reaction, 
for reaction applies to ultra-propriety as 
well as to ultra-pruriency. Prudishness 
also cannot maintain itself forever in the 
superlative degree. That is what it was 
doing, or trying to do, out of deference to 
the ubiquitous Young Person. The re- 
sultant mawkishness needed a heroic cure, 
and it found it in the French poison. - 

If. the desperate case of French fiction 
has within it the powers of self-cure there 
need be no fear about the milder and mere- 
ly pathological case of English fiction, 
The bare fact that France is beginning to 
show a desire, even the slightest, to quit its 
-meanness should be enough to shame the 
healthier Anglo-Saxon mind eut of its age- 
end moral divagations. 


INSINUATIONS CONCERNING ALTGELD. 
Gov. Altgeld has not a monopoly of the 
. . . | 
arts of insinuation and innuendo. The 
Chronicle, the Democratic organ in this 
city, can do something in that line itself— 
at Altgeld’s expense, too. , 

Apropos of his insinuation that the honest 
money Democrats of this city have a boodle 
fund, the Chronicle says in its leading arti- 
cle of yesterday:

ME. BERNHARDT has come and gone 
after filling a week as full of evi- 
dences of her surprising ability as 
performances on six nights and two 

“matinées could hold. The houses which she 
drew as witnesses of this have only been 
surpassed by Sir Henry Irving’s remarkable 
engagement during the season now near its 
close. The weather, the fact.that it is al- 
ready May, and the production exclusively 
in French-combined to make them smaller 
than the Englishman’s. Still they were suf- 
ficiently large to be profitable—a fact which 

reflects credit upon the city even more than 
upon the company. 

The indications all point to this being Mme. 
Beranardt’s last visit to Chicago. She her- 
self has a sufficient field in her native land 
to occupy her attention for as much of her 
remaining life as she intends to devote to 
the stage. If it should fail, all Europe lies 


- at her feet ready to be reconquered. There 


is little reason why she should venture across 
the ocean and she has already bestowed upon 
America the best work she has ever done. 
Foreigners draw with us on account of their 
novelty and that has been worn off by three 
extended tours. It may be taken as estab- 
lished that it was Bernhardt’s art and not 
mere curiosity which attracted the audi- 
ences who enjoyed her playing last week. 
Over Bernhardt and Duse thé‘curious in 
histrionic study will continue to wage long 
and wordy war. it seems unnecessary. Each 
has her province and, admitting certain lim- 
itations, each is supreme therein. If Bern- 
hardt does not touch the lighter comedies, 
such, for example, as Duse’s “‘ La Locan- 
diera,”’ she is able to give a distinct high com- 
edy flavor to anything demanding it—the 
earlier scenes in “La Tosca’”’ are cases in 
point. Apart from this her repertory in- 
cludes practically everything that has made 
the Italian famous. With this as a founda- 
tion for her fame she erects an imposing 
atructure of other impersonations, not one 


of which falls within the scope of Duse’s gen-. 


jus. Such theory as La Signora bases her 
acting upon practically forbids her the use 
of purely heroic, romantic, or. idyllic plays— 
she is natural, and heroicism; idy], and ro- 
mance are not within her transcending 
nature as one graspsit. One cannot conceive 
of Duse as Phédre, Izeyl, or Gismonda and 
not do violence to his recollection of her in 
other réles. Yet this includes but three of 
the plays given here during the engagement 
just -now ended. In the plays they have in 
common certainly both are great—but his- 
trionic greatness has long been held to in- 
clude the ability to take any part in any play 
of any kind which interests the public suffi- 
ciently to warrant its impersonation. Sir 
Henry Irving’s biography, the memoirs of 
every great actor or actress lay particular 
stress upon the wide field covered in such 
It is this which 
constitutes much of Richard Mansfield’s 
promise. He is admirable in Shakspearean, 
romantic, society, or any form of drama to 
be considered, he was an excellent Ko-Ko in 
“The Mikado ”’ and has shown his ability in 
other light operatic rédles, and his brethren 
upon the vaudeville stage unite in saying he 


- could have been the “ best in the business ”’ 


if he had gone in for “‘ song and dance.”’ 
This, expressed in its lowest terms, is the 
quality of universality which has been the 
ene characteristic held in commor by the 
great masters of the stage. Whatever they 
miay have attained great fame in, when years 
experience indicated where their 
strength chiefly lay, it was by dint of study- 
ing and conquering the difficulties of many 
and diverse aed which enabled them to 
make this selection. 

Judged by this standard Mme. Bernharat is 
the greater artist, since after all her years 
as the queen of tragedy it is not inconceiva- 
ble that she should play and play well inany 

rt—certain concessions being’ made to the 
dignity her honors entail upon her. 
** 

One other actress invites comparison ina 
still more iimited way with the great artist 
Chicago has seen, we fear, for the last time. 


* Miss Ellen Terry has recently charmed huge 


audiences here by varied impersonations. 
They included Lady Macbeth, in whch she 
was seriousiy hampered by Irving’s novel 
reading of the part; Yolande, a character 
abhorrent, repulsive, and not at all fitted for 
her: Guinevere, rendered in a way that made 
King Arthur conspicuous by his failure to 
approach her manifest abilities; a charming 
little play in one act where she portrayed an 
actress, and, best of all, her Portia in ‘‘The 
Merchant of Venice.’’

French nasal vowels are not pleas- 
ing to American ears, nor can Americans 
ever accustom themselves to the lack of ac- 
t in French words. Yet all this was for- 
tten when Bernhardt spoke. No member 
of her company has the slightest pretensions 
to this quality in diction. When Bernhardt 
broke silence the artist came in mind; with 
the others it was the idea of the French ac- 
cent that obtained itself first. 
se * 


Mme. Bernhardt’s wonderful wealth of ges- 
ture—the ability to tell half her story by 
movements of her limbs and body—gives her 
an advantage which cannot be minified over 
her British compeer. In this she outdoes 
Irving himself—and he was able to win the 
highest praise for his “ speaking hands ”’ 
from the French critics. The constraint 
Miss Terry placed upon her movements in 
this regard became almost amateurish at 
critical points in her greatest conceptions.

Many of those who 
would thus become habitual frequenters of 
his particular entertainment might not be 
able to give any reason for their preference, 
but in their own minds they would feel that 
it was because their ears were treated as if 
they were part of their physical being in- 
stead of something to have every sort of 
trash poured into them.

(ion could be conducted without expense.

WHY THE COLONEL SWORE AS HE DID 


It Had a Successful Result in One Way, 
at Any Rate. : 

Gen. Rhodes’ division had just been re- 
pulsed by the Federals, occupying a strong 
position on Seminary Ridge, with heavy 
slaughter. It looked as though the first day 
of Gettysburg would terminate in a defeat 
to the Southern arms, when Gen. Heth ar- 
rived with his Tennesseeans and North Car- 
olinians. Gen. Heth took in the situation 
ata glance. His column quickly debouched 
from the road in which it had been marching 
and deployed in a line 1,000 yards from the 
crest of Seminary Ridge. Grape and can- 
ister, solid shot and shrapnel, tore through 
their ranks, but the men kept steadily on. 
When they arrived within musket range 
the carnage was awful. The Twenty-sixth 
North Carolina was in front. Its com- 
mander rode fifty yards in advance of his 
men. 

Two hundred yards from the enemy’s line 
the men began to waver. 

The Colonel was desperate. Something 
It required an extraor- 
dinary effort, but he was equal to the oc- 
casion. 

Rising in his stirrups he turned his face 
toward his faltering troops and pointed his 


saber toward the enemy. 


“Come on!” he shouted. ‘‘“Come on! 
Blast your cowardly souls, do you want to 
live always?” 


His voice sounded high above the din and 


confusion of battle. The noble Twenty- 
sixth heard and heeded. With a wild yell 
they swept forward, and the other regi- 
ments and brigades of the assaulting lines 
followed. The enemy was driven from his 
position. But it cost the Twenty-sixth its 
regimental existence. Of the 800 officers 
and meéen who entered the battle 708 were 
killed and wounded.—New York Sun.

BIG PRICES FOR GREAT AUK’S EGGS. 


But Few in Existence and Those High- 
ly Valued by Collectors. | 
London Times: Mr. J. C. Stevens’ sale of 
birds’ eggs on April 21 included a specimen 
of the egg of the extinct bird known as the 
great auk (alca impennis). This specimen, 
except for a small fracture on one side, is 
in good preservation. It was purchased in 
1841 from Mr. Hugh Reid of Dohcaster, who 
bought it in the same year from Frederick 
Schutz of Dresden, and has now been sold 
by order of the executors of the late Mr. 
James Hack Tuke of Hitchin, and was 
knocked down for 160 guineas. 

It may be interesting to point out that six 
or seven years ago there were only sixty- 
eight specimens of the egg recorded. The

into one of the model bicycle racing tracks 
in the United States. _ 


Two Oval Speeding Tracks. 

The most remarkable thing connected with 
the new wheelman’s pleasure ground is the 
fact that these two oval speeding tracks 
were not built for bicycles at all. They are 
marked on the South Park plans for im- 
provement as “‘gymnasia,’”’ and are in- 
tended for a variety of miscellaneous sport, 
but wheels were never thought of in the 
arrangement. When the smooth, hard 
gravel floor was laid, however, it became a 
practical impossibility from the start to 
keep the wheelmen off, so Supt. J. F. Foster 
feli in with the popular craze and consented 
to allow bicyclists to exercise there during 
the coming summer. Now the movement 
has grown so that he is figuring how it will 
be possible to make the quarter mile cinder 
track outside into good shape for wheels, so 
that the full advantages of a banked turn 
can be secured. When this is done the cyclers 
will doubtless feel fairly satisfied until the 
big bicycle track to the south is completed.

Benefit of the World’s Fair. 


Besides its wealth of deathless remem- 
neces, the World’s Fair left another great 
benefit to the Chicago public in the improve- 
ments on the ground it occupied. There was 
& stupendous amount of tearing down and 
clearing up necessary when the Exposition 
_ company returned its Jand to the park board, 
but the money and the incentive for the re- 
modeling were largely furnished by the Fair. 
The work of restoration consists principally 
_ in removing buildings and débris and sup- 
_ Plying lawns, drives, and shrubbery. The 
- transformation of sand ridges and swamp 
into solid earth and beautiful lagoons was 
all done in the work of building the Exposi- 
tion. Generally speaking, the World’s Fair 
has left behind it as a lasting legacy to Chi- 
cago a park in process of completion which, 
in the ordinary course of events, would not 
have been finished in twenty-five years, and 
' even then in its perfected form would not be- 
to bear comparison. with the work of 
landscape art now being carried on. 
According to the plans of Frederick Law 
Olmsted, which are now being followed for 
the restoration of Jackson Park, the space 
eee Sixtieth and Sixty-seventh streets, 
from Btony Island avenue to the lake, is to 
be devoted almost exclusively to outdoor en- 
nts. A high iron fence is intended to 
‘Surround this area and from dark till dawn 
m0 one is to be allowed in the extensive 
founds.

Lawn tennis will also receive its share of 
the good things in the new park in the shape 
of a forty-acre meadow divided into three 
areas for courts. This tract is located in 
the eastern part of the park, near the shore. 
The tennis house, 100x320 feet, is also on the 
plans, providing all the desired conveniences 
for the players. 

One of the features of the completed park 
will be a music court, where regular band 
concerts will be given. This semicircular 
area is southeast of the Columbian Museum 
and is to be finished next summer. The 
plans provide for bicycle and carriage stands, 
When com- 
pleted and the band playing this spot gives 
every indication of becoming one of the most 
popular resorts for wheelmen in the city. 

The bathing beach is still merely a project. 
It will be just north of the old canal, now 
called the North Inlet. A large bath-house 
is specified, and the excellence of the loca- 
tion gives every reason to predict a more 
popular bit of shore than that in Lincoln 
Park used for the same purpose. 

All these attractions in the way of sport 
are in keeping with the policy of the South 
Park Commissioners to give the public what- 
ever it needs for outdoor enjoyment. As fast 
as money. can be secured these elaborate 
plans will be carried out in full, the board 
realizing it will be useless to half do the 
work of preparation for the enormous 
crowds which will use the parks in the near 
future. In less than five years, it is hoped, 
Jackson Park will be entirely finished to the 
great joy of thousands of fresh air loving 
people. 


BICYCLES ON INSTALLMENT PLAN. 


Growth of the Popular Form of Paur- 
¢hasing Wheels. 

Any young man with $20 or $25 to make an 
advance payment, who has a permanent po- 
sition, and whois able to give a good account 
of himself, will have no trouble in purchasing 
a bicycle on the installment plan. It is not 
everybody with an ambition to ride a wheel 
who possesses the $100 in cold cash to pay for 
it. The manufacturers and dealers have 
come to the rescue of the great majority with 
the installment plan of buying. 

In the early days of cycling the manu- 
facturers were shrewd enough to see that 
the demand for their product would be stim- 
ulated by a system of selling on easy pay- 
ments. Pianos, organs, sewing machines, 
houses and lots, and, in fact, nearly every- 
thing else, was sold on the installment plan. 
Why should not bicycles be also? Itis prob- 
ably due to a recognition of the great prin- 
ciple that people avill buy more readily what 
they do not have to pay for at once that the 
enormous expansion of the bicycle trade has 
come. Selling on installments has become 
one of the principal departments of the bi- 
cycle trade, and a large proportion of the 
business is donein that way. 

The first step in the process is the signing 
of a written application giving his name, 
occupation, age, place of business, and the 
names of three references. The prospective 
purchaser will then be told to call again 
the next day. His references will be looked 
upinthe meantime, and if found satisfactory 
he will be able to purchase, after paying $20 
or $25 cash and signing notes for the balance 
payable $10 monthly or in six equal install- 
ments. He will be required to pay the full 
price of his wheel while the cash purchaser 
gets the benefit of a $5 discount. When he 
has paid the full amount of the balance he 
receives a bill of sale. 

The installment plan of selling fs carried 
on by all the dealers in about the same man- 
ner. In one place the plan is followed of sell- 
ing the wheel for $35 cash and allowing the 
buyer to pay the balance at the rate of $la 
week. 

One of the objects of the local Cycle Board 
of Trade, recently organized, is the mainte- 
nace of a list of those whe have failed to meet 
their obligations in paying for their wheels. 

“TY think there is hardly a-firm belonging 
to the Board of Trade which has not been 
saved the price of a wheel this season by 
this system,”’ said J. O. Blake, President of 
the board. 

‘“‘It is to the credit of cyclists as a class 
that dealers have but little trouble in col- 
lecting, but there are occasional exceptions. 
The .man who is disposed to be dishonest 
has the advantage of the dealer once he 
has secured possession of the bicycle. He 
may be judgment proof and there may be no 
civil means of collecting the balance. As the 
failure to pay is at the worst only a breach 
of contract the dealer may have to whistle 
for his money if the purchaser has the will 
to defraud him. However, complaints of 
this species of dishonesty are not common, 
and bicycle riders as a class have the benefit 
of a good cemmercial rating.”’ 

ATHLETIC CLUB IN A CHURCH, 
The Rev. J. A. Rondthaler’s Rangers 

Are Good Bicyclists. 

The Rev. J. A. Rondthaler, who preached 
his first -sermon in Chicago last Sunday as 
pastor of the Fullerton Avenue Presbyterian 
Church, has advanced ideas of the value of 
athletics in church work. Mr. Rondthaler 
is an enthusiastic cyclist. The Tabernacle 
Church in Indianapolis, from which he came 
to Chicago, was the nucleus of a healthy ath- 
letic spirit. .Its members evolved from. 
among themselves an informal organization, 
without officers or constitution, known as 
‘* Rondthaler’s Rangers.’ Cycling was the 
animating spirit of the Rangers. In the pur- 
suit of the pastime they traversed every 
highway and byway for miles about In- 
dianapolis. Noattempts were made to break 
time or long distance records, but easy and 
social riding was the rule. It was the regu- 
lar practice of the Rangers to go twice a 
week for runs. Early in the week an even- 
ing run, with a supper at the end, would be™ 
made. Later in the week the Rangers gath- 
ered at sunrise for a ride in the suburbs, 
finishing with breakfast at some quiet hos- 
telry. ' 
Cyclists were invited and encouraged to 
attend the Tabernacle. Without there be- 
ing a regular system of checking wheels were 
cared for at the church, and the sight of a 
bicycle costume became too common to at- 
tract attention. 

‘* Our rides fostered a healthy interest in 
each other,’ said Mr. Rondthaler: “ we 
never heard one of our young women say 
that another humped over in riding, that 
her position was ungraceful, or that her 
millinery was.unbecoming. The beauty of 
itt was that it united the interests of every- 
body. Fathers and mothers, sisters and 
brothers rode together. We had doctors and 
lawyers, and one Judge of the Indiana Su- 
preme Court. Athletics lead to mental and 
spiritual purity. I object to the monk, not 
for his theology, but for the walls he lives 
in.”’ 


TRIANGULAR FRAME FOR BICYCLE. 


Seat at Apex with Wheels at the Other 
Angles. 

The latest novelty in bicycles is a new 
type which has a frame in the shape of a per- 
fect triangle. At the apex.of the figure 
the seat is placed, and the two other angles 
carry the axles of the wheels. The sprocket 
wheel is put at about the middle of the bot- 
tom , forming the base of the triangle, 
while the handles and steering gear are at- 
tached to the front slanting side in an in- 
genious manner. 

This type of wheel closely resembles the 
old machine known as the “ freak,”” which 
was without steering gear and proved ex- 
tremely difficult for the average rider to 
master. So hard was it to guide on the first 
trials that the manufacturers made a stand- 
ing offer of one of the wheels to any man 
riding it on the first trial. 

The company manufacturing the new tri- 
angular framed bicycle is an out-of-town 
concern. It has distributed some circulars 
and literature on the subject, but has not

TENNIS CHAMPIONS TO GO ABROAD. 


Larned, Chace, and Foote to Try Con- 
clusions with the English. 

Not a little interest has been aroused by 
the announcement that W. A. Larned, M. 
G. Chace, and A. E. Foote will make the 
round of the tennis tournaments in ®ngland 
this coming season. If the trip materializes 


it will be the first time in the history of ten- 


nis that this country has been represented 
by such an able set of players abroad. 
Larned lacks steadiness, but in his top 
form it is diificult to conc@ive of his losing 
to any one. His dashing, aggressive style 
should bother the more conservative En- 
glish players. Chace, on the other hand, is 
accurate and steady to a degree. It is only 
on the rarest occasions that he is caught on 
an ‘‘ off day,”’ and for that reason the slight- 


ly inferior player has no chance against him. 


Chace possesses that invaluable faculty of 
varying his game to take advantage of an 
opponent’s weakness. While Foote is hard- 
ly in a class with Larned or Chace asa single 
player, he should make a strong partner for 
either in doubles. He has established a rep- 
utation for himself in the last two years— 
winning the Eastetn“tournament for pairs 
with John Howland in ’95. 


Lack in Quantity. 
Now that we are threatened with losing 


“these players for a season from the lists of 


our tournaments the conviction is~ forced 
upon us that though strong in quality we 
are lacking in quantity of these men who go 
to make our competitions interesting. 

For the last three years the younger play- 
ers of promise have not developed as rap- 
idly as might have been expected, and con- 
sequently the ranks of the “ first ten” are 


not overcrowded. So when three of the best - 


men step out vacancies are left which it will 
be difficult to fill. All the more need, then, 
that veterans and novices alike should sup- 
port the tournaments with their presence. 
Though it has been generally accepted 
for a fact that the English experts areina 
class by themselves above the American 
*‘ cracks,” the relative merits of the two 
have never been fully tested. Four years 
ago Oliver S. Campbell, then champion of 
this country, spent the spring and early sum- 
mer trying to win laurels on English courts. 
The damp, heavy turf was in itself a serious 
handicap to his game, for Campbell’s ground 
strokes are all made from the shoulder, and 
a low bound is fatal to his back court play. 


Trip Proves a Failure. 


Those who witnessed his matches assert 
that not once did he strike true form, but 
be that as it may, he returned in time to play 
at Newport with one importafit victory to 
his credit. When it was learned abroad 
after this disastrous trip that Campbell had 
successfully defended his title of champion 
of the United States Englishmen smiled in- 
credulously at the idea of an American 
Winning even a minor event in their country. 
Since that time no American expert has 
visited England, so that the first unfortunate 
impression of our play is still left. Good- 
body, who is not rated at the top in En- 
gland, made a close fight for Newport honors 
in ’94, which added more firmly to the En- 
glish belief that it was only necessary to 
send across one of their best players to 
carry off the Ameritan championship. We 
have Goodbody’s word for it, however, that 
the game which he played in this country 
would entitle him to a first ranking abroad. 


Other Players’ Attempts. 


Following upon this, Dr. Prim, for two 
vears champion of England, with Mahoney, 
the Irish expert, accepted the invitation of 
the neighborhood club of West Newton to 
compete against the American cracks last 
June—Hovey, Hobart, Larned, Chace, and 
Foote were entered--all falling victims to the 
visitors except Hobart, who won an exciting 
match from Dr. Prim. Chace made a deter- 
mined stand against Mahoney, but was 
beaten out in the deciding set. 

It is hardly fair, however, to cite this tour- 
namentasacriterion of play, for the matches 
took place on dirt courts, and so early in 
the season that true form was impossible. 
The deadly accuracy and steadiness of the 
Englishmen came in to good advantage 
against the erratic but more brilliant play

The visit of the Chicago crowd is 
sure to bring about a scorch for first hon- 
ors, for, be it known, there is a deep-seated 
rivalry of many years’ standing between the 
riders of the two cities, and here among the 
hills where the riders of St. Louis are at home 
the much-mooted question,of supremacy is 
annually fought out, ‘only to come to the 
front again witn the advent of another year, 
perhaps to meet with a reversal of the de- 
cision of the year before. , 

This year will find the Chicago contingent 
in shape to ride with the best of them, as 
the many road races which have taken place 
in the last few years have served the pur- 
puse of developing a strong lot of riders, 
the best of: whom it will be hard for the 
City of Sleepy Hotlow to defeat. The dis- 
tance is forty-seven and one-half miles, but 
those figures do not carry any idea of the 
ride, as forty-seven miles is but a fore- 
noon’s spin for many of the riders of this 
section. The difficulties of the feat lie in the 
fact that the greater part of the distance 
is distributed over a section of the country 
which is engaged in a vigorous effort to as<- 
sume the perpendicular. 


Where the Start Is Made. 


Starting at the Court-House the way leads 
out Pine street on account of the asphalt 
paving. Turning west in Locust street this 
thoroughfare is followed till Jefferson ave- 
nue is reached, which in turn is followed as 
far.as the Town of Carondelet. This town 
is distant abont six miles, and received its 
name in honor of one of the old river pilots. 
who were conspicuous men in the early his- _ 
tory of this section of the country. From 
this point the Stringtown road is taken and 
followed as far as the Village of Maxvile. 
So far, the rider is informed, there are no 
hills, and if it be his first ride over the course 
he is apt to make sundry remarks about the 
fate of people who make a business of dis- 
torting the truth, 

The road up to this point is of the. best, 
‘being for the greater part a limestone pike, 
which is almost as smooth as our boule- 
vards. Following the descent of Maxville 
Hill the work of climbing begins. The first 
ascent is the short ride of Kimmswick Hill, 
which is a very heavy grade about five- 
eighths of a mile in length. No rider ever 
starts out to make the trip to De Soto with- 
out having heard more or less about Kimms- 
wick Hill, and when he reaches the top and 
looks down on what he supposes is the oppo- 
site side he Is filled with disappointment, for 
the hill looks but a modest little affair of but 
a hundred yards in lergth down which he 
starts to coast. In reality it is a mile and 2 
half long, and what appears at first glance 
as the bottom is but a turn beyond which the 
road appears to continue fora somewhat 
greater distance than was revealed at the 
first glance. There are four of these turns 
before the main part of the hill appears in 
view. and unless one has his wheel well in 
hand the amount of rapidly sinking roadway 
which flashes onto his vision as he speeds 
around the last turn is apt to cause him to 
lose contro] of his mount. 

From Kimmswick Hill to Bulltown the 
rider meets with a succession of hills, which 
are not so conspicuous for their height as 
for the pronounced grade or roughness. 


Bulltown a Big City. 


Inder ordinary conditions one would de- 
cline to recognize Bulltown as a town, but 
running onto it after twenty-foar miles of 
riding, that has taken up the entire fore- 
noon, it has to the traveler the same ap- 
pearance as an oasis in the desert. The de- 
lay for dinner is usually a long one, owing 
to the limited facilities. This, however, can< 
not be looked. upén in the light of an objec- 
tion, at least by the novices, as delay is a 
desirable thing at this point and greatly 
appreciated by the tired riders. 

Dinner disposed of, the trip is resumed, and 
to the satisfaction of the riders no hills are 
met with for a considerable distance. The 
road winds along the base of what the 
natives claim is a hill, but what you are 
prepared to swear is a mountain. 

Mr. Rogers must have been a pessimist of 
the most pronounced variety to consent to 
have his name linked with hills of such 
description. The ascent covers a distance 
of two miles and resolves itself into a scram- 
ble over a rocky road that involves five 
turns, all of them steep, and covered with 
loose rocks of all sizes which are constantly 
serving to get under the wheel, with a tene 
dency to destroy one’s balance, both physic- 
ally and moraliy. : 

The next eight miles is through a rolling 
country without grades of any moment. 
The road leading out of Hallsborough is for. . 
a short distance up grade, at the conclusion 
of which begins a gradual descent, which 
for the most part is easy to coast with an 
oecasional demand for a brake. At the 
conclusion of this long coast Victoria is — 
reached. Victoria Creek is one of the pretty 
spots cf the trip, and when this ride was 
first made some years ago the creek had to 
be crossed by means of stepping stones. Of 
late years a bridge has been provided so the 
riders inay now cross dry shod. An 
of the features of the Victoria is the fact 
that it is the first point where a train can 
be caught, and as it is but three miles to De 
Soto !t is rarely that the riders, however 
tired, care to take advantage of that fact. 
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HAS NO- CATHODE RAYS. 


EXPLANATION OF THE REFLECTION 
{CAST BY A CHINESE MIRROR. 


‘ i, as 
Curious Instrument on Which Is Based 
the Statement That the Asiatics 
Have Thrown the X Ray for Cent- 
uries—Experiments with One in 
. « Chieago=The Explanation as Given 
by a’ Man Familiar with the Proc- 
ess of Manufacture. 
One of: the latest popular stories in con- 
nection with the Roentgen photography was 


proved fallacious in this city last week. It 
was the ides, extensively credited, that the 


~Ghinese magic mirrors which reflect objects 


on their backs possess this mysterious power 
by virtue of the X rays in the sunlight. 
Starting with the time-honored statement 
that nothing under the sun is new, these 
magic mirrors were believed to bea relic ofa 
lost art, which wa8 nothing more or less than 
the use of the Roentgen rays applied to ordi- 
nary practice. The following dispatch 
printed in THe TRIBUNB, started the mis- 


take: 

Butte, Mont., March 29.—fSpecial.]—John Ma- 
guire, manager of Maguire’s Opera-House, and an 
antiquarian of some note, has unearthed what be 
believes to be a fact—that the cathode or X rays 
were known to the Chinese many centuries ago. 
He found in the London Philosophical Journal of 
1832 an account of a curious Chinese mirror which 
had the power to refiect upon a screen by the aid 
of the sun's rays ‘objects on the back of the mir- 
ror, the mirror being made of Chinese silver. a 
composition of tin and. copper. The Journal 
Stated that there were but few of the mirrors then 
in existence, and that they were evidently the re- 
@ains of a lost art. 

ia the possession of H. D. Chapin of this 


stead of ancient Chinese origin. Then the 
Japanese keeper of a curio store was tried 
without eliciting any additional informa- 
tion. At last the man was#feund who solved 
the difficuity. 

His name is John C. Uhriaub, No. 182 Wa- 
bash avenue. Not only did. he know the 
origin of the magic mirror and the reason 
of its operation of the magic mirrors, but he 
had also seen them made in Japan a few 
years ago. Besides this he could tell the 


' names: of:the various devices and letters on 


the back ofthe mirrorand what their mean- 


ing is. 
Mr. Uhriaub fs a native of Bremen. Be- 


coming dissatisfied when a young mar with 


the ‘usual ‘business prospects open.to ‘a.Ger- . 


man youth, he accepted a position as buyer 
of curios for a European house. This busi- 
ness made him acquainted with foreign na- 
tions rapidly. He learned to speak nine 
languages and to get along with the people 
of any nationality. In 1886 he made a trip 
through the interior of China disguised as 
a native. He made several visits to Japan 
and learned the language thoroughly. He 
possesses a stock of adventures and anec- 
dotes which is apparently inexhaustible. 
This’ is his explanation of the Japanese 
magic mirrors, which he saw under process 
of construction in Osaka, Japan, and many 
of which he has bought and sold. 

The Mystery Solved. 


“The magic mirrors are nothing really 
wonderful, nor are they in any way con- 
nected with the X rays. They depend ona 
clever mechanical trick for the mystification 
of the public, and, instead of being thou- 
sands of years old and the remains of a lost 
art, they are made in quantities.in Japan 
today, and sell there at prices ranging from 
50 cents to $2. They frequently are brought 
across the ocean and are not particularly 
rare even in Chicago. 

In making the magic mirrors a mold is 
formed and the rough plate cast init. Bell 
metal, a composition of copper and tin, is 
used, since it does not oxidize easily. When 
the mirror is cast with raised figures on the 
back of it the face is planed smooth and a 
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‘easy payment.terms, or.

city is one of the magic mirrors described. It 
is disk-shaped, with a metal handle, and is 
about eight inches long. One side is smooth 
and polished, making an excellent mirror, 
and the other is chased in most curious Chi- 
nese or Japanese figures. The instrument 
is made of bell metal of a curious composi- 
tion, and the general appearance is quite 
unusual. Mr. Chapin loaned the mirror to 
THE TRIBUNE last week, and a careful test 
of its magic powers was made. 


A Queer Reflection. 


’ When the polished side of the mirror was 
laced full in the path of a beam of. sun- 
light, and a white screen held about twenty 
eet in front, so that the reflection of the sun- 
ight from the mirror would strike upon it, 
@ rough’copy of the chasings on the back 
of the mirror was outlined in extra white 
light upon the screen. The copy was not 
exact, nor were all details shown, but the 
reproduction was sufficiently plain to be 
remarkable. 
“How is this reflection made and what is 
the cause? A reporter started on a tour of 
inquiry on the subject. First the Chinese 
varters along South Clark street. were vis- 
ted and the English-speaking Chinamen in- 
terviewed.: A labored conversation with a 
number of them finally brought out the fact 
that the mirror was of modern Japanese in- 


reproduction of the back marked upon it. 
Then a workman takes a small, blunt ended 
cold chisel and a hammer and works over 
the pattern, hammering the face of the 
metal until all the pores are closed and a 
denser portion is made where the pattern is. 
‘Then the front is polished until marks are 
removed from it and the indented pattern 
is entirely imvisible except by means of the 
sunlight. 

** Mirrors made with great care often show 
astonishing results. I have seen one which 
had the face of Buddha on the back and by 
the reflected light of the sun would give an 
exact reproductian of it on a screen. The 
cheaper mirrors, however, barely resem- 
ble in.their reflections the patterns on the 
back. Practically all of these are made at 
present in Japan."’ 

The mirror which was shown to Mr. Uhr- 
Jlaub had a curious pattern, consisting of a 
crane, a turtle, and pine tree, with two 
characters in large size in Japanese writing. 
This decoration he translated to mean good 
luck and longeyity.

The next year the 
tumbleweed made its appearance as a plant 
in Dakota, and thriving in the hot, iry sum- 
mers of that section of the country it spread 
rapidly year by year until now it has in- 
vaded seventeen States and is common in 
Manitoba, Ontario, and Quebec, and other 
parts of the Canadas. As early as 1883 the

‘plant was not well established and Illinois 


agriculturists did not then know its capacity 
for niischief.

thistle. Cértain ‘it IS no Other ‘weed has 
been the subject of such general fear, and 
even the Federal Government has been ap- 
pealed to for relief. State discussion is com- 
mon, and last winter the representatives of 
several States met in conference at St. Paul 
to arrange for concerted action in fighting 
the pest. The mere robbing of the soil ofits 
nourishment is not the worst thing alleged 
against the tumbleweed. It possesses in a 
marked .degree the power of crowding out 
other plants, particuMrly those growing on 
cultivated lands, and the spines on.matured 
specimens make the harvesting of such 
crops as hay and small grains almost im- 
possible. In many sectiong of the Dakotas 
vast tracts of land have been abandoned 
by the owners becausé it is so covered with 
the weeds that the operation of machinery 
is attended with almost@tisurmountable dif- 
ficulties, Besides. th the rolling about 
of huge ma } -dry weeds offers an 
easy means Of spréading disastrous fires. 
No actual figures of the money loss caused 
by this unwelcome visitor are available later 
than those givén by J. °H. Dewey of the 
Division of Botany at Washington, who es- 
timates the loss in 1892 at more than $2,000,- 
000, and since then there has been an enor- 
mous increase each year. In Dakota alone 
the money loss in 1893 was’ over $1,000,000, 
fully 20 per cent of the crop capacity of the 
land in the infected counties being cut off. 

In Illinois, the weed nuisance is receiving 
careful consideration. by the untversity ex- 
periment stations at Champaign and Ur- 
bana. From bulletins published by the offi- 
cials at these stations it appears the tum- 
bleweed has obtained a foothold in thirteen 
counties in this State, the worst point being 
Chicago, where it is found in over a dozen 
different localities, principally near railway 
sidings. Owing to the favorable conditions 
in Illinois it is hoped the weed, with timely 
and concerted action, may be eradicated 
before its spread becomes general. Winds 
are not-se flerce here as in the Dakotas; and 
the closer cultivation of the soil tends some- 
what to hold the pest in check, but even 
with this theré must be a relentless war of 
extermination waged.

What the German Imperial Family, 


Eats—Wines in Schloss Cellars, 

Some curious details concerning Emperor 
William’s household arrangements are given 
in a book on “Imperial Family Life,” by 
Oscar Kaufman. At the head of the Berlin 
kitchens is a caterer, who has under him two 
chefs, a Frenchman and a German, with 
their staffs of under cooks. In winter, when 
the great court festivals occur, they are re- 
4nforced by the chef and cooks from Pots- 
dam. The kitchen department is perfectly 
independent, the arrangement of the bill of 
fare being left entirely to it, and the Em- 
peror, with his family and court, being prac- 
tically boarded by the department. A charge — 
of a fixed sum for each plate daily is made. 
For common dinners the price is 74 marks 
($1.87) a plate, but for state dinners the price 


be 20, 24, 30 marks, or even more. - 


Usually the Eniperor looks over the bill of 
fare and makes suggestions as to changes 
and as to what shall he served on the follow- 
ing days at the imperial table. For state 
dinners a number of menus are submitted to 
the Grand Marshal of the Court, who in turn 
presents them to the Emperor to choose

Usually the <y ~ family —. ee 
meals a day. e Emperor p 
food, and, thanks to his good health and — 
the exercise he takes, alWays has a hearty 
appetite. For breakfast he follows the En- 
glish fashion and makes a substantial meal:

veal cutlets. Luncheon, generally at 2 
o’clock, consists of soup, meat with vegeta- 
bles, a roast, and a sweet dish. The Em- 
peror and Empress like to have guests at 
this meal. Courtiers, writers, artists, scien- 
tific men, high functionaries, or important 
persons passing through Berlin are invited 
to luncheon, which is always lively and un- 
ceremonious. Dinner is served at 5 or6, and 
on state occasions at 7. Great luxury is 
played at the grand dinners.

THEIR ORIGIN AND DESIGN ARE TO 
‘BE FOUND IN THE ORIENT. 


Not Till Toward the End of the Last 

Century Did American Manufact- 
urers Begin to Make Them—For 2 
Long Time They Were Imitations 
Merely—Later Original Designus 
Were Made—American Examples 
Prior to 1800. 

History does not record the name of the 
original inventor of the teapot, but tradition 
assigns its birthplace to China and Japan. 
_ Certain it is that among the earliest spouted 
and handled utensils of clay that were made 
in England many were fashioned after Ori- 
ental models. The low cylindrical teapots of 
“ red porcelain,” made by the Elers Bros. in 
Staffordshire toward the latter part of the 
eeventeenth century, revealed unmistakably 
an Eastern influence, and this may be said 
to be true, to a certain extent, of similar 
vessels produced in all parts of Great Britain 
for a century afterward. 

We are op Ao eadhse to think of the Orient 
as the land of fans and teapots, and numer- 

ous collections have been made of Chinese 
‘ and Japanese patterns. At least two exten- 
sive collections of the latter are known to be 
owned in this country, one of which consists 


of upward of 600 specimens, while the other | 


numbers about 1,400 designs of almost every 
corceivable form and character—grotesque, 
curious, artistic, and ingenious. We are

The women, with their brilliant 
costume and more brilliant ear, nose, and 
toe rings, are more attractive looking than 
their southern sisters, and the children, 
they wear no artificial adornment except 
rings about their ears, noses, and ankles. 

The wild country through which we passed 
abounds in ferocious animals, and our talka- 
tive conductor has just given us a descrip- 
tion of a great Bengal tiger that was seen 
by him yesterday lying near the railroad 
track, which, as the train approached, leis- 
urely arose, quietly gave a parting glance 
at the noisy engine, and ppeared in the 
thick jungles. 

When the ascension is very steep and the 
curves are sharp we can see from our coach, 
near the rear, two natives sitting on the cow- 
catcher sprinkling sand on the rails to pre- 
vent the busy little wheels from slipping, 
and while passing over the many horseshoe 
turns about the cliffs we frequently find our- 
selves exactly o te the scarlet-turbaned 
man at the throttle of the engine.

(00, and towering above all of them, whose 
irregular snow roofs can alone be seen, is 
the Kinchinjunga, which is more than 28,000 
feetin height. In the valleys of these mount- 
ains, which stretch in a chain of over 200 
miles in extent, are unbroken successions 
of snow fields and glaciers, and in the cen- 
ter of the whole range rises the hoary mon- 
arch just spoken of, whose dazzling crown 
is lifted more than five miles over the plain 
of Bengal. 

In the early morning I was disappointed 
to find Kinchinjunga buried under a thick 
mass of cloud, but my disappointment lasted 
only for a short time. As the rising sun 
gathered strength arrows of light pierced 
the vapory night robe of the sleeping giant; 
a glow of glory rested upon the nows, 
changing into mingled gold, ruby, and pur- 
ple, and as the king of day kissed the white- 
turbaned peaks good morning a brief smile 
spread from summit to summit, and, leaping 
down the stairway of snow, the early morn- 
ing light spread a veil of gold upon the 
dewy lap of the valleys. 

To see Mount Everest, the highest mount- 
ain in the world, is the supreme desire of 
every one who visits Darjeeling, and in or- 
der to have this pleasure one must take an 
early morning ride to Tiger Hill, a distance 
of eight miles, and frequently after taking 
the ride the desired object is not attained. 

Accompanied by two gentlemen and one 
lady, I took the trip about daybreak, and we 
all agreed that this delightful ride up the 
Himalayas (which means in Sanskrit “ halls 
of snow ”) amply repaid us for the incon- 
venience of rising so early on a cold morning, 


although we might not see the king of 


mountains. Our path at times led about tke 
mountain ranges, with only a few feet be- 
tween the perpendicular granite walis and 
the gorges of thousands of feet in depth, but 
our sure-footed little ponies, with the excep- 
tion of one slight accident, did their work 
well, and in due time we were standing on 
Tiger Hill, 2,000 feet above Darjeeling. 


as impossible to forget as it is impossible 
to paint. 

Accepting the invitation of an English 
gentleman, I visited his tea plantation and 
factory, and from his gardens, covering 
about 200 acres, I was informed, he ships 
over 50,000 pounds of tea leaves every year. 
This tea, in the Himalayas, has a distinct 
flavor of its own, and with the exception of 
that tasted in Ceylon I have found none so 
delicious as this. 


The peoples that are found in these 
mountains are of peculiar interest. The 
Lepchas of the Sikkim race, who have no 
religious rites; the Limboos, whose outdoor 
temples are seen on the hilltops; the Moor- 
mis, of large stature and originally from 
Thibet; the Nepaulese and Cashmere peo- 
ple, with short, stout frames; and the long- 
haired, unnamed men of the hills, present 
types and habits of ,mankind that cannot 
but elicit attention and interest. 


The native bazaar here in Darjeeling is 
one of the sights of the place, and at noon 
the noise of the peddlers and more important 
tradesmen can be heard for.squares away. 

The old saying that “ it takes two to make 
a bargain’’ does not apply here, for before 
a trade is closed scéres of merry women 
and children gather about you, shouting, 
pushing, and gesticulating like so many 
lunatics. 


The open market-place is crowded with 
traders, many of whom have come from 
Thibet, Cashmere, and further distances, 
and heterogeneous assortments of goods, 
consisting of brass Buddhas, ironmongery, 
pottery, skins, flashing jewelry, coins, curios 
of every description, besides. tamed snakes, 
birds, and monkeys, are offe for re- 
markably low prices. To stand on an emi- 
nence overlooking this bazaar and Watch the 
brilliantly colored castumes and excited 
manners of the people as they mingle ina 
great labyrinth of noisy confusion is a won- 
derfully interesting study.

HENRY LAURENS CLINTON TO PUB- 
LISH SOME EXPERIENCES. 


Recollections of a Prominent New 
York Lawyer Who Has Been En- 
gaged in Many Noted Lawsuits— 
Abuses of Law and Practice That 
Have Been Corrected—Polly Bodine 
the Heroine of a Good Story—Henry 
B. Fuller’s New Plays. 

Mr. Henry Laurens Clinton, a well-known 
lawyer of New York City, will publish 
through Messrs. Harper & Bros. a volume of 
the “‘ Extraordinary Cases" that have come 
within his experience. Mr. Clinton was ad- 
mitted to the bar in 1846, so that his recol- 
lections go well back to the days when the 
grayhaired solons of today were in all the 
vigor of their early manhood, and even 
Jater to the time when such men as Charles 
O’Conor, James T. Brady, and Francis B. 
Cutting were ornaments 2f the New York 
bar. 

There were some very strange customs 
appertaining to the practice of law when 
Mr. Clinton began his career. It is almost 
impossible to believe that such things could 
have been allowed, and that they have been 
abolished shows that we'do make progress, 
even with our corrupt city government. But 
even a worm will turn, and such flagrant 
abuses had to come to an end sooner or 
later. With reference to the Judges an ex- 
traordinary system of fees prevailed. When- 
ever a Judge signed his name to an order he 
was entitled to a fee of one dollar. Incham- 
bers when a lawyer or a clerk from a law 
office handed up an order for the Judge 
to sign he handed up a dollar with his pa- 
pers. If the Judge did not sign the order 
he lost his dollar. When the order was 
signed and served the other side was pretty 
sure to apply for an order to show cause why 
it should not be vacated, and on the payment 
of a dollar the order to show cause was 
usually granted. Although hundreds of or- 
ders might be granted in a single day by the 
Judge at chambers, he got a dollar for each 
order. In New York City the Judges of the 

Superior Court and the Judges of the Com- 
. mon Pleas pooled their fees. There being at 

that time three Judges in each court, no 
matter what Judge sat at chambers, he had 
but one-third of the aggregate fees re- 
ceived. These fees probably amounted to 
five or six times their salaries. In the Su- 
preme Court there was but one Judge who 
could take fees, and he was known as the 
Circuit Judge. The aggregate amount of 
his fees was said to be enormous. The share 
of fees received by each Judge of the Supe- 
rior Court and of the Common Pleas and by 
the Circuit Judge was supposed to be be- 
tween twelve and fifteen thousand dollars 
per annum. In those days a dollar went as 
far as four or five dollars at the present 
time, so that each of the Judges received 
compensation which would be equivalent to 
not less than fifty or sixty thousand dollars 
or more at the present time. 

A fifty dollar fee then was considered good 
pay. A thousand dollars is given for the 
Same-work today. Lawyers paid $600 of- 
fice rent then, as against $6,000 now, and all 
other expenses have gone up in proportion. 

Polly Bedine’s Case. 

One of the most curious as well as one of 
the most amusing of Mr. Clinton's stories 
is of a woman of the name of Polly Bodine, 
who was charged with the crimes of murder 
and arson. Her case was a celebrated one 

nd Mr. Clinton acted as her lawyer while 

e trial was going on (it was a long one). 
Barnum exhibited a life-size figure of Polly 
done “in wax. She was young and rather 
good looking, while the wax-work repre- 
sented her as old and ugly. She was very 
indignant about this misrepresentation of 
her features and wanted to bring action 
against Barnum—I dare say nothing would 
have pleased him better—hut Mr. Clinton 

- urged her to wait until after her own trial 
“was over. The last day of the trial was an 
impressive one, says Mr. Clinton. The 
court-room was densely packed. The in- 
terest which had been kept up throughout 
seemed to intensify almost beyond the 
capacity of endurange. The court solemnly 
charged the jury amid the almost breathless 
attention of all present. The prisoner, whose 
nerves had been strung to their utmost ten- 
sion for a fortnight, and who had preserved 
her coolness and self-possession throughout, 
during portions of the charge was nervous, 

cited, and occasionally unable to refrain 
from weeping. Mr. Clinton feared she would 
k down at last. At the close of the 
charge the jury retired, and the court an- 

‘mounced that when the jury agreed the 
court-h6use bell would ring and the court 
would then convene. This was about the 
middle of the afternoon. During the even- 
ing the ringing of the bell announced the 
agreement of the jury. In an instant—as 
it seemed—the court-room was filled. The 
court and counsel soon arrived. It was Mr. 

Clinton's turn to take in the prisoner, who 

Was ghastly pale and trembling with ex- 

citement. He sat down by her side. The 

prisoner was directed to stand up. Th 
usual forms were 
follows: « 

The Clerk—“ Gentlemen of the jury, have 
you agreed upon your verdict?’’ 

Foreman of the Jury—‘‘ We have.” 

The Clerk—“ Prisoner, look at the jury. 
What 
say you, gentlemen? Do you find the pris- 
oner guilty or not guilty?’ 

Foreman of the Jury—‘ Not guilty.” 

rs. Bodine dropped into her seat as sud- 

denly as if she had been shot, burst into a 

of tears, and instantly leaned over and 

Said to Mr. Clinton, “ Can’t I sue Barnum 

now?” 

After the verdict she was confined in prison 
upon the other indictments—one for the 
murder of her brother’s child and the other 
for arson—about a year, when the prosecu- 
tion of them was abandoned and she was dis- 
charged. 

2 Makeup of Juries. 
On the subject of juries Mr. Clinton says 


that it goes better for a prisoner if the jury 
is.composed of men ina different walk of 


> life from his own. Throughout his entire 


practice he has observed, equally in crimin 
and civil cases, that if there were any on the 
jury of the same class and environments as 
the defendant, they were far less favorably 
inclined towards him than those of a totally 
different sphere of life. The latter are far 
more Hberal, considerate, and kindly dis- 
_— Mr. Clinton has especially observed 
hat if there, were on the jury any who them- 
Selves had been guilty of’ offenses 
charged against the defendant, they were 
relentlessly severe and without a grain 6f 
ty in their composition. They would 
with disfavor upon evidence favorable 
to the defendant, and give the greatest pus- 
sible weight to whatever operated against

No one can deny that Mr. Henry B. Fuller 
is a versatile writer. Who would suspect 
that the author of ‘“‘ The Chevalier of Pen- 
sieri-Vani’’ and the author of “ The Cliff 
Dwellers ’ was the same person? Much less 
would one suspect that the author of “ The 
Cliff Dwellers’ was the author of * The 
Puppet-Booth,” a volume of one-act plays 
that the Century company will publish on 
Saturday. If I had takef' up this book with- 
out seeing the author’s name on it I should 
gay at once that it was by Maurice Maeter- 
linck. After reading a few of the plays I 
should still say that they were by Maeter- 
linck, but that he was writing in a new vein, 
for there is humor in them and humor is a 
quality that has been denied to Maeterlinck. 
There are twelve, plays in this book, and 
they will add twelve leaves to Mr. Fuller's 
laurel wreath when he gets one. Perhaps 
they will be caviare to the general public, but 
that will not prevent their being read and dis- 
cussed. People will fight over them as they 
do over the plays of Maeterlinck and Ibsen. 
But they will read them. They are not act- 
ing plays, they are too literary for that, but 
they are good reading and will set people to 
thinking. I shall await with interest the 
verdict of the critics and the public.

THE NEW CHICAGO OPERA.

Hint of What the Libretto of the Work 
Is Like, Together with jhe Seore of 
a Chorus—Drinking Song Which a 
Merry Cobbler Sings—Duet Be- 
tween John Alden and Priscilia 
on the Subject of Love, Composed 
by H. H. Thiele. 

Harry G. Sommers, author of the libretto 
of the new romantic Amerjean opera, “John 
and Priscilla,’’ has spent all his life, with 
the exception of a few childhood years in 
Tennessee and Southern Illinois, in Chicago. 
He has for years been treasurer, press agent, 
and business manager of McVicker’s The- 
ater. This libretto is his first literary effort 
of any note, although he has written verses 
and short prose sketches. One of the songs 
of the opera, the music of the chorus of 
which is given herewith, reads: 

Sweet friend, though the seas now divide us 
And time stands a shadow between, 

Though fate most severely has tried us

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foods that need little effort on the part of the 


teeth. 

Thus, more and more, the teeth are com- 
ing. to be useless appendages. Scientists 
say now that the progenitors of the human 
race had tails, and that they gradually lost 
them because they became useless. It is 
known that if a limb or any organ of the 
body ceases to be used for any length of 
time it will become practically paralyzed 
and without life. Should it cont&srue to be 
unused for generations it would at last dis- 
appear. And this is the way the teeth are 
ikely to go. 
on 4 a feat not to be denied that year by 
year our molars play a diminishing part in 
the functions of life. Seldom, nowadays, 
a set of vigorous, white teeth are seen, either 
in man or woman, unless they are artificial. 
Looking at it from the point of view of sci- 
ence, there is no reason why the teeth should 
be the fine structures of bone, protected by 
their healthful coating of pearly enamel, 
that they once were. In the early days, 
before civilization had come with its enerva- 
tions, a@ man’s teeth were almost as im- 
portant to him as his arm. Knives and forks 
had not come into play then, an 
ized man’s food consisted im great part 
of meat, raw, or so imperfectly roasted 
that it had to be ground into bits within 
the mouth. Nuts and fruits had hard skins, 
and needed sharp biting before they could be 
comfortably devoured. The early Asiatic 
tribes, the Norsemen and the North Ameri- 
can Indian, have had the fame of their shin- 
ing, strong teeth come down to us, and it 
was no uncommon feat in those days for 
a man:to perform as a perfectly natural 
thing what would seem at the present time 
prodigies of strength with his jawbone. 

While, ev in those early times, there 
was enervation and sensuousness rampant 
among the aristocrats, it did not come down 
to the middle class or the common people, 
who Kept on eating food that was tough. 
it never occurred to them that eating could 
be made easy by the refinements and the 
elegancies of boiling, roasting, and sundry 
concoctions. Their nourishment was pur- 
chased at the price of the sweat of their 
arms and the masterful power of their grind- 
ing teeth. One needs only to read a bit of 
the literature of the Middle Ages to learn 
that good “ trencher men "’ were highly re- 
garded. To be a “trencher man” meant 
nothing more nor less than to be able to 
clear off the great wooden dishes heaped 
with meats in an uncommonly short time. 

So it went along for centuries, with the 
women as well as with the men, soft foods 
being hardly known, even in the halis of 
the highest in the land. As civilization be- 
came more and more pronounced, and lux- 
uries began to become necessities, it was 
still only the better class that were affected. 
The poor had to continue eating what they 
best could get, and continuing to make the 
fullest use of their jaws and their teeth. 
Rut within the last half century a change 
has slowly been setting in. 

So pronounced is this getting that at the 
table of the laborer at $1.25 a day, as well 

‘as at the board of the millionaire, soft foods 
are served and eaten to the exclusion of 
nearly all else. The workman’s wife who 
cannot afford to buy the fine cut of meat 
that the richer man has sent to him, boils 
and roasts until she sets before her husband 
and children as tendér a dish as those that 
stand at the tables of the wealthy. 

Candy, ‘too, is much softer than it used to 
be, and in place of the hard, sugary balls 

creams, nougats, and candied fruits, to say 
nothing of the French confections that are 
constantly increasing in popularity, have 
come pretty thoroughly into vogue. Once 
upon time molasses candy was greatly in 
favor, and candy pulls one of the delights 
of a generation that is now past. 


vising canned meats and condensed foods, 
which are made today in enormous quanti- 
ties, and distributed widely. There is pre- 
cisely the same amount of nutriment in 
these that there is in meat and vegetables 
in .their natural state, subjected only to a 
small amount of cooking, but chemical pro- 
cesses take the place of actual mastica- 
tion, and as the food slips down the throat 
there is nothing left, to all intents and pur- 
poses, for the teeth to do. Originally 
planned for the benefit of invalids and for 
the convenience of travelers, these canned 
and -condensed supplies have gone farther 
in their adaptability to the wants of the 
human race, and now are eaten by thou- 
sands who are quite able to masticate the 
toughest foods if they only would.

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From a review of the ** Memoirs of Bar- 
ras in T. P. O’Connor’s Sunday Sun: The 
reader may remember the brutal and fero- 
clous attack which Barras made upon Jose- 
Phine in the first volumes of the Memoirs. 
He rails against her in quite the same strain 
in the third and fourth volumes. The poor 
Creole, for whom, with all her weaknesses, 
I would have still a warm place in my breast, 
figures in the pages of Barras as a mean, 
heartless, venal courtesan. People can see 
with their own eyes only. If they are base 
they can see only baseness. And, possibly, 
Josephine appeared to Barras just the kind 
of a creature he represents her. But we are 
not obliged to accept his estimate, and we 
can quite safely, therefore, make large de- 
ductions from the picture Barras draws— 
even if we make the large, charitable, and 
possibly not deserved assumption that Bar- 
ras believed everything he says about her. 
To judgé to the extent to which Barras 
hated her, one has only to read the pages in 
which he quotes, with almost Satanic de- 
light, the reports as to her health which are 
drawn up by a physician with a pen at once 
obsequious and nude. The pages havea Ra- 
belaisian humor, over which it is impossible 
to avoid smiling; but what a coarse, not to 
Say filthy, brute this Barras was to find ma- 
terial for an indictment in extracting from 
the intimate detafl of a physician’s records! 

I go on to a passage in which Barras pro- 
fesses to doubt the attitude of Josephine 
when she hears the widely-spread rumors 
that her husband has died in Egypt. 

Mme. Bonaparte énters all in tears, flings 
her arms about my neck, and, as if she has 
Jost all power of utterance, can do no more 
than embrace meand cry. All of us present 
cannot believe anything else but that, better 
informed than ourselves, she has come to 
apprise us of the exact truth, when, after 
having released me from her embrace, she 
drops into an armchair, begs for ether so as 
to be able-to breathe, and says to me in an 
extraordinary transport: “ Is it quite true? 
Is it an actual fact?’’ Even then I hardly 
know to what she refers, and I am as much 
astounded as are those present. She contin- 
ues: *‘ Is Bonaparte truly dead? Is the news 
official?’ ** No, madame, the news is not offi- 
clal, and it lacks confirmation. Amid the 
hazards of war, in a hostile country, amid 
barbarians, who can tell? The life of Bona- 
parte is more astonishing than would be his 
death. Still, that which may be possible is 
for all that not certain.”” Mme. Bonaparte’s 
hopes seem to revive. Once more does she 
open her eyes, which her swooning has fora 
moment closed. She turns her gaze upon us, 
then looks about her.with a kind of uneasi- 
ness. She is going-to speak, when, suddenly 
altering her mind, she feigns swooning once 
more, and begs my leave to enter my closet 
with a trustworthy servant who has charge 
of the linen of the household. A moment 
later she sends word to me that she feels 
exceedingly ill. I dismiss the persons who 
have remained in the drawing-room, with 
the exception of Dufour, my physician, 
whom | take into the closet with 
me. We find Mme. Bonaparte quite 
composed and almost smiling. Show- 
ing the same confidence and frank- 
ness toward my physician as towards my- 
self, she exclaims: * Well, are all your vis- 
itors gone? Are you rid of them?” Once 
more.she looks uneasily about the room. 
I send the servant out of it, when she asks: 
“Well, then, Barras, is it-quite sure that 
Bonaparte has been assassinated?” ‘ So 
1 believe,” is my reply. ** The news comes 
from a correspondent who has no interest 
in lying.”” “‘ Ah! ah!” Her features bright- 
en up at last as she says frankly: ‘“ Ah, I 
breathe freely. Ah, my friend, if it be a 
fact I shall no longer be so wretched if your 
friendship towards me is continued. In 
limes gone by it was thought that Bonaparte 
had been enamored of me and that he had 
married me because he loved/ me dearly. 
Hie is a man who has never loved any one 
except himself; he is the most ingrained 
and ferocious egotist that the earth has ever 
seen: He has never known anything 
his interest, his ambition. You have no idea 
to what a degree he has forsaken me. Would 
you believe that I have an income of barély 
1),.000 francs? When I say income I shéuld 
say annuity, for it is Joseph who has con- 
trol of the whole of the capital and who 
pays me my allowance every month. If I 
venture to ask him—a thing most painful 
to me—to make me a quarter’s advance he 
refuses. He tells me I have no rent to pay 
because I have my little house/in the Rue 
Chantereine. In liet of taking/this medioc- 
rity into account he makes this a reason for 
not paying ‘me my-monthly allowance in 
advance. I am desirous of’/having a coun- 
try house. I have mentioned the matter to 
you before, my good friend. It is a little 
place on the Saint-Germain road. The en- 
virons are charming. /The owner, M. Le- 
coulteux, would sell it to me at a low price: 
all that he asks is 80,000 francs down. Would 
you belfeve that Joseph has dared to refuse 
me this amount? di begged him to advance 
it to me out of my annuity. He replied to 
me that an annuity was not peid until such 
times as it fell due; moreover, that mine was 
but a life annuity. What infamy! 
have been {tmpossible for me to pay the first 
installment if those good folks of the Com- 
pagnie Bodin—to whom, it is true, I rendered 
great service in Italy—had not given, lent 
me, 50,040 francs. I require a like sum to 
meet my engagements, and I do not know 
where ‘to find it. Come now,’’ she goes on 
to say, ‘‘is he really dead?” ‘I believe 
so.’’’ ‘‘ Ah! one wicked man the less! You 
cannot conceive, my good friend, of what 
this man is really made. He dreams of 
naught but wicked deeds: he is perpetually 
inventing some trick to play upon this one 
or the other. He must needs worry every- 
body. How well his brothers may enjoy his 
confidence! Them only does he trust. How 
well they understand ‘one another! I am 
sure that Joseph has a fortune of his own 
of thirty millions, and he plays the poor 
man! I have not more than three millions in 
precious stones and diamonds; besides, now 
he tells me that he gives them to me—anon 
that he lends them to me. It would not sur- 
prise me were the whole pack of them to 
dispute my right to them were I a widow 
today. Look here, my friend, you must ren- 
der me an important service by allowing me 
to deposit with you the casket containing 
my jewels and diamonds. It will set my 
mind at ease, and if I no longer have Bona- 
parte I shall at least have wherewith to live 
with my diamonds and my personal prop- 
erty. Meanwhile, my dear friend, you must 
oblige me by lending me 50,000 francs in 
order that’ I may pay an installment on my 
country house at Malmaison.”’ 

There are many other passages in the same 
spirit, The reader will probably be quite 
content if I give one other. For .concen- 
trated venom and ruthless cynicism it is 
rather hard to find a parallel in literature: 

The ex-Empress had called to aid, in her 
dealings with the allied Kings who had 
come to Paris in 1814, all her coquettish 
blandishments, which, as usual, and in re- 
gard to all those who held power with whom 
she came into contact from first to last, 
had no other object than that of obtaining 
more money in addition to what she pos- 
sessed, and it is a known fact that this 
greedy and prodigal woman had never had 
enough of it. In that hypocritical retire- 
ment at La Malmaison, Josephine had 
ceased to live, carried away by a disease 
which medical science, as is often the case, 
could not define, but which was looked 
upon as @ genuine putrefaction, an antici- 
pated dissolution; it was the result of a 
life agitated by intrigue and consumed by 
debauchery. This woman has been given a 
trousseau of extraordinary virtues since her 
demise. It has especially been sought to 
attribute kindness to her, and it is the cor- 
rect thing to speak of her as ‘“* kind Jose- 
phine.”” This trivial qualification, which 
would be an honorable one were it deserved, 
recalls to my mind the distich which ap- 
peared at the death of Louis XV.: 

Ci-git Louis, ce pauvre roi; 
On dit qu'il fut bon, mais & quoi? 

It was circulated that, on learning of the 
death of Josephine, Bonaparte was strange- 
ly affected by it, and those whothought him 
susceptible of at least some personal af- 
fection imagined that he sincerely regret- 
ted his former’consort. Others there were 
who perhaps thought that the vicissitudes 
which hag followed his divorce, and which 
were sepdrating him now and forever et 
haps from Marie Louise and his son, had 
spossibly reacted on his superstitious imag- 
*ination. It is true that fortune had smiled 
on him in almost every case during his union 
with Josephine, although I do not think the 
woman was a protecting star. It may, at 
most, be believed, and this with some show 
of reason, that Bonaparte, not having 
reached the apogee of his frenzy previous 
to his divorce, ‘had up to then been saved 
from himself by a kind of instinct of self- 
preservation, akin even to prudence. | |

ment. Suddenly awakenipg from his sham 
reverie, he exclaimed abruptly, as was his 
wont: “ So ’tis here that the Empress — 
phine is buried? Why was she not burie 
at Saint-Denis?” As, naturally enough, 
no one replied to so unexpected a question, 
one indeed put to himself, he pursued with 
a show of ill-temper, not to say anger: 
‘“ After all, there is no cause to regret not 
having been buried at Saint-Denis; one 
need not be in a hurry to lie side by side 
with Couthon, Saint-Just, and Robes- 
pierre, for, with all their exhumations of 
the Sist of January, the Bourbons, instead 
of recovering the bones of Louis XVI., 
eaten away by lime, secured Only those of 
the members of the Committee of Public 
Safety and of the Commune executed on 
the 9th Thermidor, whose bodies were cast 
into the cemetery of La Madeleine, for they 
are truly the last victims who lost their 
lives on the Place de la Révolution! This, 
then, was the sum total of Bonapartes 
sadness and affliction. The vain individual 
was on this occasion, as on all others, true 
to his nature of parvenu, as Carnot s0 
aptly christened him; he must needs, when 
standing by the graveside, prove that there 
still remained in him the sentiment of ar- 
rogance, as well as the stubborn conceal- 
ment of his origin, which the severest

NOW MAKING RUGS AT REVELL’S 


He Is at Work ona Silk Rug—But Nine- 
teen Years Old, He Has Displayed Re- 
markable Ability as an Artist in Oil 
Painting, Crayon Work, and Rug 
Making. 


Hovsep is the little Armenian who sits In 
Revell’s windéw on Wabash avenue at work ona 
silk Turkish rug. He is a peculiar attraction 
among the furniture, bric-a-brac, carpets, and 
lace curtains in these windows, of which he is 
the central figure. Passers by stop and gaze at 
the picturesque costume of his native land and 
the loom on which he deftly fashions the pat- 
tern of the rug. Hovsep is but 19 years of age, 


swarthy of complexion, clear cut features, with 
gentle black eyes, and rather handsome, of slight 
build, intelligent, and is an interesting character. 
He is destined to become a great artist, and will 
while with the Messrs. Revell continue his stu- 
dies with one of Chicago’s best known artists. 
He was found yesterday in an exceedingly talka- 
tive humor, and told more about himself and his 
native land than he has yet done during his stay. 
He said: ‘‘Il am here in your country but two

weeks and am entirely satisfied that fate has cast 
me among you. I was born in the little village of 
Diarbekir, near the banks of the Tigris River; 
it is many miles distant from Constantinople; 
do you know that Diarbekir is one of the oldest 
towns in Asia? that it was built by the Romans, 
and the walls and fortifications surrounding the 
town are as strong as when they built them? 


“IT can now see the little village, holding a 
commanding position, with big forests near by, 
its little narrow streets and low one-story houses, 
and thus recall how at times when I returned 
late from a ramble in the woods I found the 
gates of the town closed in the evening, and I 
was shut out. The town has four gates, the only 
entrances it possesses. My father, who is now 
67 years old and has retired from active life. 
was a copper melter in Diarbekir. He had 
quite a large factory for 
ihat place, making pans, 
wash basins, and other 
utensils; but the cheaper 
European articles made 
his business unpronht- 
able. My father’s cir- 
cumstances changed 
much during the last few 
years. He went to Con- 
stantinople and sent for 
me to study in the lm- 
perial Art University of 
Constantinople. This 
ae on my right of 
he Turkish peddler won 
the prize, the only prize 
given an Armenian that 
year, as the university 
always favors a Turk. 
The heads you see are 
from the life and are of 
Armenian and. Turkish 
men. I like rug-making 
also; it is very fascinat- 
ing. I love to work at 
them. This rug I am 
at work on will be all 
silk and will take many 
weeks to finish. The 
borders will be very 
beautiful and _the center 
will be -made in small 
figures. Many rugs take a year, and some- 
times two years to finish them. 


“Perhaps I need not tell you that all the fine 
rugs are made in Persia. The rugs made i 
Smyrna are coarser, They are good rugs, but 
not like the Persian. In Persia there are many 
towns where every man, woman, and child helps 
in making rugs, and in each town they make cer- 
tain patterns. These patterns they have not 
changed in hundreds of years, and will never 
Geviate from them as long as they remain in 
their present condition; so that when we are 
shown a rug of a certain pattern we immediately 
know where it is made. That, for instance,’’ he 
said, pointing to a rug, “is a Bokhara, as all 
thase patterns are madethere. Old Persian rugs 
are of much more value than the new. You see, 
the old rugs of a hundred years and back have 
all been made for special purposes—for makin 
presents and for persons of rank—and care an 
time in making them are not considered. The 
very best and finest work is found in them. The 
colors are fast and gain in brightness with ‘ 
The new ones are made,’”’ as he expressed it, “‘for 
market. Old rugs today are very scarce in Con- 
stantinople and Bokhara, and the price has rise

He also has a dozen or more 
mechanics who are as loyal to him as Edi- 
son's men are to him; but the nature of his 
work and the magnitude of the problems he 
sets himself to solve do not permit of their 
rendering him the same sort of assistance 
that the Wizard’s men furnish to their em- 
ployer. A friend of Tesla’s was asked what 
was the most interesting trait of his charac- 
ter. He replied: 

** His love of humanity and his friendship 
or young men who are ambitious to suc- 
ceed and willing to work. Tesla wants 
things accomplished. He is, jealous of no 
man. I believe if he worked on a problem 
twenty years, and was about realizing suc- 
eess just as another succeeded, he would be 
as happy as if he had succeeded himself. 


His interest In his work is entirely a desire . 


to advance the acience for the benefit of 
all mankind. 1 think this is shown by the 
fact that he is not a rich man. He could 
have been-a millionaire if he had had any 
desire to be so.”’ 

Ifhe had devoted his time and energies and 
his inventive genius to money making there 
is no question but that he would be rich 
today. Tesla can invent anything. Tell 
him what you want and he will work at it 
until he accomplishes it. But if he devoted 
his time to inventions of that sort, the 
broader propositions and problems would go 
by the board. He would have no time for 
them. It is to solve them that he delights 
to work.’”’ 


What Tesla Has Done. 


Now, to take up some of the things Tesla 
has done. It may be said, to start with, that 
to talk about Tesla’s inventions leads one 
into a maze of electrical terms that defy the 
understanding of the mind not educated in 
electricity: and anything like a description 
of the technicalities of his work, his discov- 
eries, and his inventions here would be about 
as valuable as a column of Hebrew jargon. 
Hence, ail that will be attempted is to tell 
what he has accomplished. First, take the 
transmission of power. 

When Tesla came into the field in America, 
as stated before, little Was known of the al- 
ternating current. The single alternating 
current was used, but for the purpose of 
lighting only. The continuous current was 
used almost exclusively. 

The continuous current system is very good 
for short line work, but with it energy can- 
not be delivered successfully at any great 
distance at high pressure. To deliver the 
continuous current at high pressure ata dis- 
tance would require the use of wires so 
heavy that they would be cumbersome and 
entirely impracticable for use. Tesla made 
an alternating current motor that permitted 
the transmission of energy long distances 
at high pressure over thin wires, the delivery 
being made at the same pressure or at a 
lower or a higher pressure, whichever was 
desired, by means of a transformer. Thus 
the bridling of the poWer in Niagara was 
made possible, and natural forces every- 
where can be similarly harnessed and made 
to do the work that has heretofore been done 
at great cost by other forms of force and 
energy. A great many smaller inventions 
are included in this great one. Its possibili- 
ties are just now beginning to be realized. 
Tesla’s discoveries in connection with this 
motor, it is said, were the prime cause of the 
recent consolidation of the Edison and the 
Westinghouse Electric companies. 

In this motor two wires were used for the 
transmission of the current. Tesla believed 
that the extra wire was a useless expense: 
that all the work could be done with one, and 
no return circuit was necessary. So he set 
himself about the work of finding a way to 
accomplish this. He did accomplish it, and 
now it is possible through his invention to 
transmit the energy with the aid of only one 
wire. This invention, however, has not been 
of the same practical use as the other. Itis 
merely a step in the direction of accomplish- 
ing the third thing that Tesla is aiming al. 
That is the transmission of power and intelli- 
gence without any wires, by means of the 
earth itself. If such a thing can be accom- 
plished the human mind ean hardly conceive 
of the possibilities. Tesla believes that it 
can be accomplished. The fact that he be- 
lieves it is proved by the ten years of work 
he has devoted to experimenting on that line. 


Lamps Without Carbon. 


Next in order, as Tesla mentioned them, is 
the perfection of an apparatus for the pro- 
duction of electrical vibrations. Electro- 
statics is the science of electricity at: rest. 
Tesla demonstrated that for the production 
of light waves, primarily, electrostatic ef- 
fects must be brought into play, and he 
formed the opinion that all electrical and 
magnetic effects may be referred to electro- 
static molecular forces. Ina glass bulb 
filled with electrostatically charged mole- 
cules he found that by agitating them, caus- 
ing them to vibrate, to strike against each 
other, brilliant light was produced. No car- 
bon was required, such as is used in the or- 
dinary incandescent light. There was noth- 
ing but the glas bulb. Tesla’s accomplish- 
ment was the making of apparatus to stir up 
the molecules which don’t cost anything ang 
are ever present, while the carbon hereto- 
fore needed is expensive. This apparatus is 
nearing perfection nowand lamps which fur- 
nish light without carbon are in sight. The 
saving in the cost of electric lighting will be 
tremendous, and as measured by Tesla, 200 
times the light ean be produced with the 
same energy that is now used in the produc- 
tion of the ordinary incandescent lights. 
This will mean more light with less power 
and less expense, because there will be no ex- 
pensive carbons required. 

Last on Tesla’s list is the oscillator, now 
perfected and ready to be put on the market. 
It is estimated that nine-tenths of all the dy- 
namos in the world are operated by steam 
power. Every step in the production of 
electricity by steam power is attended with 
wasteand loss of force and energy. The prob- 
lem Tesla set out to solve was the saving of 
the 9 per cent of energy that was wasted. 
Actual tests showed that only 5 per cent of 
the energy used in making incandescent 
lights manifested itself as light. The 9% 
per cent was lost. There was loss in every 
step from the putting of the coal into the fur- 
nace to the delivery of the _ electricity. 
‘Tesla has combined an engine and a dynamo. 
Steam is forced into the engine at high pres- 
sure, which produces an extremely rapid 
vibration of a steel rod, and this rod or piston 
is so adapted to a set of magnets that the 
mechanical energy of the vibration is con- 
verted into electricity. Fly wheels and gov- 
erning balis and eccentrics and valves and 
all the rest of the complicated mechanism re- 
quired for the purpose of control or regula- 
tion are done away with. 

The steam cylinder with its piston is the 
only thing that does the work about a steam 
engine. All the rest take energy, but pro- 
duce nothing, so that if they can be done 
away with,the energy that it takes to run 
them issaved. Tesla’s oscillator does away 
with them; ‘The oscillator converts the en- 
ergy of steam into electricity djrectly. It 
would appear that this invention, if it does 
all that it promises, will revolutionize al! 
business that requires energy in the form 
of steam or elettric force to operate it. The 
machine ‘doesn’t take up one-tenth of the 


room needed by an ordinary engine ‘and 


dynamo. 

Probably the. oscillator and the new sys- 
tem of lighting would both have been in use 
long ago had it not been for the destruction 
of .Tesia’s laboratory last year. He had 
these and other. inventions very near com- 
pletion. He had in his workshop the results 
of years of w He had many models of 
matchinery that he could not réplace. All 
the work that had been done in making these 
things had to be done over again. He shid 
himself at the time that $1,000,000 could hot 
‘repay the loss. 

Tesia’s work with the Roentgen ray pho- 
tography and the results he has accom- 
plished have been more interesting than the 
‘work and results done and accomplished by 
‘any other experimenter. His first published 
statement of what he had been doing was 
months after the discovery of the photogra- 
phy. He had experimented in the meantime 
incessantly. His picture and his statement 
were. printed’ in the Electrical Review. 

Tésla has prepared five papers sirice this 
one, in each sf which he has told something 
about some branch of the new photography 
that heretofore beén unknown.

HE SOLD HIS SOUL 10 THE DEVIL. 


Italian’s Death Explained—Killed Be- 
‘cause of His Claim to Dia- 
bolic Powers. 


Providence, R. I., May 2.—Another and de- 
cidedly uncanny chapter in the Quaranta 
murder mystery was disclosed today when 
Coroner Lincoln filed his report upon the 
deuth of the Italian. Quaranta was @ la- 
borer, who resided in the Charles street 
colony. 

He was employed by the city under the 
name of John Foye and had borne a good 
reputation among the officials of the Street 
Department. Late last August he mys- 
teriously disappeared, his body being after- 
ward found in Leonard Pond. A long sec- 
tion of heavy iron pipe had been attached 
to his body, his skull had been fractured by 
a blow from a club, and the autopsy brought 
out the fact that he had been alive when he 
struck the water. 

In spite of these facts, and notwithstand- 
ing the evidence that a wagon had been seen 
in that locality on the night of Quaranta’s 
disappearance, the police came to the opin- 
ion that the man had committed suicide. 
For this reason they dropped the case. But 
this action was not Satisfactory to the better 
Class of Italian residents, and at their sug- 
gestion Count Alberto, the Italian Vice-Con- 
sul at New York, came to Providence to in- 
vestigate the story. 

In his examination he was assisted by Dr. 
M. A. Spagnolo, one of the leading Italian 
physicians of the city, and the evidence that 
they presented to Coroner Lincoln was so 
Strong that he immediately admitted that 
the man had been murdered. This evidence 
showed that Quaranta had been the victim 
of the ignorant superstitions that he him- 
self had excited. 

According to the general belief Giovanni 
Quaranta was a man of mystery. All his 
neighbors believed that he had sold his soul 
to the devil, and that his Satanic Majesty 
waited upon his beck and call. They said 
that he had a strange influence over them 
and could make them do anything he de- 
sired. Dr. Spagnolo told the Coroner that 
this strange influence was merely hypnotic, 
but he could not account for the people's 
belief in his diabolic possession. 

This was explained in the investigaton, 
however, when a black book found in the 
? man’s trunk was discovered to be the man- 
ual of a secret society of devil worshipers. 
The book was in Italian, and was published 
anonymously. 

The first part of thé book is devoted to 
a. description of the manner in which the 
Prince of Evil might be summoned by those 
who desired to have communication with 
him. The complete rules are given, and 


followed them could not fail of success. 
When the devil appeared he would present 
a compact to the would-be devotee, and 
would agree to serve him in every way in 
return for his soul, which must be given 
in payment at the end of twenty years. 
The manual also gives many prayers to the 
devil. One is: ‘*O, Great Lucifer, I com- 
mand you to come to me in accordance with 
your agreement, without loud noise or vile 
emell, that you hear my wishes and that you 
niay grant them.”’ 

The book then provides that if the devil 
does not appear the devotee shall say: ‘‘O, 
Great Lucifer, I have called upon you and 
you have not answered. If you do not come 
now, by the power of this compact I shall 
give you no rest, wherever you may be until 
you answer.me.’’ There are some prayers 
that are of a more humble character, but 
there are not many of them, for the black 
book distinctly provide8 that the devil must 
be subservient to those who have sold their 
souls to him. 

In the trunk with this volume was a blank 
book filled with letters addressed to the Evil 
One, and in this book was also found the 
compact alleged to have been made between 
Quaranta and Lucifer himself. The auto- 
graph of the Prince of Devils corresponds 
with that shown in the original black book. 
In that volume, too, are rules for obtaining 
all that the average man could desire, many 
of these rules being of the most unique char- 
acter, while some of the more important pro- 
vide for the use of human blood as one of the 
necessities, 

Rules are also given for the protection of 
the life of the devil’s servant, and the hiero- 
glyphics shown by the Coroner are said to 
have been found tattooed upon the body of 
the dead man. By the use of these it- was 
imagined that his life was secure from 
death by steel, poison, or bullets, and this, as 
Count Alberto and Dr. Spagnolo believe, ex- 
plained the unusual form of his death. 

Their inference is that, believing he could 
not be killed by the ordinary means, he was 
enticed by his terrified compatriots to-the 
woods, struck on the head, and then sunk in 
the water of the pond. Long before his dis- 
appearance it was common talkin the North 
End that Quaranta was a man to be avoid- 
ed. He had frequently made a boast that 
he could cure any disease, that bolts and 
bars would fall before his magic totich, and 
that he could win and hold the love of any 
woman. 

Besides this some of his acquaintances, 
.for he was a morose man and had no 
friends, told of many strange and weird 
things he had done. One said he had raised 
a thunder storm of great violence, and ac- 
cording to another he had shown him the 
devil and offered to allow him to talk with 
him, but the man became frightened and 
ran away. All this was common talk in 
that colony, the stories were credited, and 
it was decided that his life had paid the 
forfeit of his injudicious claims to the pos- 
session of supernatural power. 

To prove this, however, is another matter. 
If it had not been for the two Italian gen- 
tlemen who had taken such an interest in 
the case the mystery might never have 
reached the present step toward solution, 
and it might always have been believed that 
Giovanni Quaranta had taken his own life. 
While no names are as yet mentioned as 
those of the probable murderers, it is stated 
sr ng there is good evidence as to their iden- 

y. 
guilty parties will be difficult, and it is im- 
probable that any further action will be 
taken unless the Consular officials at New 
York obtain further evidence that will au- 
thorize them to proceed with the matter. 

Quaranta came from Italy but a few vears 
ago and left a wife and children there. Up 
to the time of his death he sent them the 
greater part of his wages and the Italian 
Consul at New York is now in commnuica- 
tion with them.
